The voting machines were prepared for the election by the Voting 
Machine Custodians and checked by the Town Clerk prior to the day of 
the election. All materials for the proper conduct of the election were 
supplied by the Town Clerk and turned over to the Wardens of the 
various Precincts. 
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The polls were declared open in each precinct at seven (7) o’clock 
A.M., and remained open until eight (8) o’clock P.M., at which time, 
after due notice, they were declared closed. 


The results of the voting for each machine was printed on a printer 
pak. The imprint on the pak was imprinted by the voting machine 
counter and an Election Officer read and announced the same. Total 
vote sheets prepared by the Town Clerk were used and the result of 
the same was declared in the respective precincts. 


Total Vote Sheets were enclosed in envelopes supplied for that purpose, 
sealed with seals provided for the purpose and the same delivered to 
the Town Clerk. 

Challenged voter ballots were encased in boxes and returned to the 
Town Clerk. 

One hundred ninety-nine Absent Voter and Service Absent Voter 
ballot envelopes were processed by the Town Clerk. The envelopes con- 
taining the Absent Voter ballots and the Service Absent Voter ballots were 
delivered to the Wardens of each precinct. 


The Wardens caused the names to be checked on the voting lists in 
the proper precincts as follows:

SUMMARY 


The proposed amendment to the Constitution amends the existing 
constitutional provisions which direct the division of the Commonwealth 
into 240 representative districts and 40 senatorial districts. It provides 
for a census of the inhabitants of each city and town in the Common- 
wealth in the year 1971 and in every tenth year thereafter. The census 
in 1971-is to be the basis for determining the representative and senatorial 
districts for the ten-year period beginning January 1, 1975. Each subse- 
quent census shall be the basis for determining the districts for each 
ten-year period beginning the fourth January following each census, so 
that the census in 1981 will determine the districts as of January, 1985, etc. 

The amendment provides that the house of representatives shall con- 
sist of two hundred and forty members and the senate of forty members. 
In its first regular session following each census, the Legislature shall 
divide the Commonwealth into two hundred and forty representative 
districts of contiguous territory and forty senatorial districts also of con- 
tiguous territory. Each representative district shall contain, as nearly as 
may be, an equal number of inhabitants according to the census. Each 
senatorial district shall also contain as nearly as may be an equal num- 
ber of inhabitants according to the census. A representative district 
Shall not unite two or more counties, towns, or cities, or parts thereof, 
or a city and a town, or parts thereof, in one district unless the same 
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is unavoidable. Further, no town of less than six thousand inhabitants 
shall be divided in forming representative districts. It is also provided 
that the County of Dukes County and Nantucket County shall each be 
a representative district, notwithstanding the foregoing. The senatorial 
districts, each of which shall elect one Senator, shall be formed without 
uniting two counties or parts of two or more counties, unless the same 
is unavoidable. 


Each representative shall be an inhabitant of the district for which 
he is chosen at least one year immediately preceding his election, and 
each senator shall be an inhabitant of the district for which he is chosen 
at the time of his election and shall have been an inhabitant of the 
Commonwealth for at least five years immediately preceding his election. 
Any representative or senator who ceases to be an inhabitant of the 
Commonwealth shall cease to represent his district. 


The amendment also provides that the Legislature (1) may by law 
limit the time within which judicial proceedings may be instituted calling 
in question any such division and (2) shall prescribe by law the manner 
of callng and conducting elections for the choice of representatives and 


of ascertaining their election. 

Finally, the amendment annuls the existing constitutional provisions 
with respect to apportionment of representative and senatorial districts, 
although those provisions will remain in effect until January 1, 1975.

The year 1970 was a very active one for the Board of Selectmen. This 
report wil] touch briefly on some of the highlights of this year. 


On January 12th, 1970, with the retirement of Chief Joseph Derro 
of the Police Department, we appointed Edward F. Bowler as Chief of 
Police of the Town of Winchester. Chief Bowler was initially appointed to 
the Police Department in 1939 and assumed the duties of Chief with 
approximately thirty-one years of background experience. He, through 
his own diligence and the cooperation of the Town, is one of the most 
highly trained chiefs the Town has ever had. We feel very fortunate in 
having a man with his qualifications in this position. 


We were greatly saddened, in March, 1970, by the death of Howard 
Ambrose, Town Engineer. Mr. Ambrose was an exceptionally dedicated 
and competent official who had served the Town for approximately forty- 
three years. He was appointed Town Engineer in August, 1967, after 
serving as Assistant Town Engineer since 1950. 


Mr. John H. Ciarcia was appointed Town Titi eee after the passing 
of Mr. Ambrose. Again the Town is fortunate in having a very talented, 
extremely industrious young engineer at the head of this department. 


The year 1970 saw a milestone in the Town’s collective bargaining 
efforts. We were able to negotiate a fair and equitable two-year contract 
with the Town Employees Association and the International Fire Fighters 
Association — Local 1564. The two-year period has given the Town and 
the employees a chance to get on with the job at hand without being 
burdened by the tremendous number of hours required for bargaining. 
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A monthly meeting with heads of departments under the Board of 
Selectmen was established. These took place at our regular Monday night 
meetings in open session and were extremely beneficial to all concerned. 
The current status of each department’s budget’ was reviewed and the 
problems and progress of all projects under the particular department 
were discussed. . 


Bids were taken on January 9, 1970 for bonds in the amount of 
$12,000,000. for the new high school. It was voted that the sale of 
$12,000,000. at 6.25% be awarded to the Morgan Guarantee Trust Co. of 
New York. This was the largest single bond issue that the Town has 
ever sold. 


On June Ist, after going out to bid, we purchased the computer that 
the Town has been leasing for the last two years. More and more programs 
have been added to the computer and with the close of the year, the system 
was about nearing completion. On December lst we appropriated $7,500., 
with the approval of the Finance Committee, to have a systems analysis 
done on the computer to better utilize and schedule this equipment. 


After Town Meeting action established the Winchester Housing 
Authority we appointed the following members to the Authority: Mrs. 
Mary Murphy, Mr. Vincent Celia, Mr. John Doherty and Mr. Charles 
Doucette, Jr. Mr. Charles Craven was appointed the State member of 
the Authority.. This Authority has been working most resolutely and 
very shortly after the new year will bring a proposed site to a Special 
Town Meeting. 


The Town proceeded with the layouts of Churchill Road, Bates Road 
and River Street. Churchill and Bates Roads are 80% completed, with 
just the final top to be put down. River Street is under way. There is 
some water and sewer work to be done there prior to paving. The Bates 
Road layout has given us better access to the Muraco School, with addi- 
tional parking facilities for the school personnel. 


The Town entered into an agreement with the State to study and 
implement a Traffic Operations Program to Increase Capacity and Safety 
on Urban Streets (TOPICS). The TOPICS program is now studying the 
intersection of Lake Street, Main Street and Skillings By-Pass Road; 
Washington Street, Mt. Vernon Street and Skillings By-Pass Road; Main 
Street, Mystic Valley Parkway; Highland Avenue, Mt. Vernon Street and 
Mystic Valley Parkway. The results should be forthcoming the early part 
of next year. 


The Board put the Group Health Insurance program of the Town 
out to bid. Although we will sign a new contract with our existing carrier, 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield, they being the low bidder, the open bidding did 
result in a reduction of rates. 


The Public Works Council] met monthly during the year. It accom- 
plished a great deal in the way of cooperation between Boards and 
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Departments. It coordinated the combined competitive bidding on all 
equipment expenditures for the year. The five year capital expense program 
was revised and extended to the year 1976. This Council has made amazing 
progress in the two years it has been re-activated and it should be a 
tremendous asset to coordinated government in Winchester. 

In December, 1970, the Board redistricted the Town to make the 
number of registered voters in each precinct more balanced, thereby 
assuring equal representation for all voters. The old figures and the 
new are listed below:

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


The Annual Report of the Executive Secretary for the year 1970 is 
herewith respectfully submitted. 


During 1970 we were fortunate to be selected as one of twelve com- 
munities by the Massachusetts Department of Community Affairs to par- 
ticipate in the Municipal Summer Intern Program which is funded by the 
State and Federal Governments. Under this program we received the 
services of Miss Janet Sacks of Belmont, a Junior at Grinnell College, 
at no cost to the Town. The two principal projects assigned Miss Sacks 
were the development of several alternate plans for redistricting the 
Town’s voting precincts, and designing a new filing system for the Select- 
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men’s Office. The Intern was also given numerous other assignments 
which greatly assisted the office and gave her an understanding of the 
operations of municipal government. 


As a result of the preliminary work performed by the Summer Intern 
on the voting precinct redistricting, the Board of Selectmen was able to 
approve a final precinct redistricting plan on December 28th. 


The second major project carried out by the Intern, the development 
of a completely new filing system for the Selectmen’s Office, has proved 
most helpful in maintaining access to important correspondence and 
records. The old system, developed over fifty years ago, did not meet 
the needs of today. 


The precinct redistricting, referred to above, was the first since 1958. 
Since that time the numbers of voters in Precinct Four increased greatly. 
The number of voters in the other precincts had also increased, but not 
in the same proportion. As a result of this increase, the thirty-three Town 
Meeting Members in Precinct Four represented 2,598 voters, while the 
same number of Town Meeting Members in Precinct Two represented 
only 1,574 voters, contrary to the requirements of the Supreme Court 
“One Man — One Vote Decision” and the Winchester Representative 
Town Meeting Act of 1924 which states: “All precincts shall contain 
approximately an equal number of registered voters. The precincts shall 
be so established as to consist of compact and contigious territory, to be 
bounded, as far as possible, by the center line of known streets and ways 
or by other well defined limits.” The precinct redistricting involved a great 
deal of work. Precinct Four had the most voters with 2,598, and Pre- 
cinct Two had the least, with 1,574. It was necessary to take 699 voters 
out of Precinct Four and place them in Precinct Five, the only adjoining 
precinct. A transfer of 441 Precinct Five voters was made to Precinct Two. 
Minor adjustments were also required to equalize the number of voters in 
all Precincts, except Four. A small section of Precinct Two and Precinct 
Six were placed in Precinct One. Another small section of Precinct Two 
was placed in Precinct Three. Also, a small section of Precinct Five was 
placed in Precinct Six. A comparison of the figures before and after 
redistricting are as follows:

Precinct One 1805 1959 
Precinct Two 1574 1933 
Precinct Three 1795 1983 
Precinct Four 2598 1899 
Precinct Five 1834 1880 
Precinct Six 1918 1870 


As indicated, the Summer Intern developed several proposals for the 
Board of Selectmen during the summer based on the figures available 
at that time. Numerous new voters were added to the voting list as a 
result of the Primary and the Election last fall. These new voters altered 
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the figures upon which the original proposals were based, but not 
significantly. In accordance with the 1924 statute, a new voting list was 
made up for each precinct, a new precinct map and written descriptions 
of each of the new precincts were also developed with the assistance 
of the Engineering Department. The list of registered voters, description 
of the new precincts, and a revised precinct map was posted in each 
precinct. We worked very closely on this project with Mrs. Elsie M. Nelson, 
Town Clerk. The Town Clerk, in the capacity as Ex-Officio Member of 
the Registrars of Voters, is responsible for maintaining the voting list. 
Mrs. Nelson gave us many invaluable suggestions in developing the voting 
list in accordance with the new precincts. Mrs. Nelson spent many long 
hours, nights, and weekends checking our work to assist us in insuring 
its accuracy. The redistricting of the precincts proved to be a very 
exacting and time-consuming project. We feel the results were well worth 
the effort of all concerned. 


The Selectmen’s Office was very much involved in continuing the 
activities of the Public Works Council. This office provided clerical 
assistance to the Council in making up the agendas, keeping minutes, and 
preparing the necessary correspondence. All heavy equipment, purchased 
by departments under the jurisdiction of the Council, was placed out 
to bid at one time. Each department developed specifications on its 
equipment and the bidding was coordinated by this office. Interest was 
generated through bidding eight pieces of equipment simultaneously and 
the Town received the benefits of more competition. The eight pieces of 
equipment included two trucks each for Highway and Park, and one truck 
for Sanitation, a snowblower for Snow and Ice, a street sweeper for 
Highway, and a mist blower for Forestry. A similar procedure was fol- 
lowed in purchasing eleven vehicles for various Town departments in- 
cluding two station wagons for the School Department, one station wagon 
each for the Health, Highway, and Water and Sewer Departments, a 
sedan for the Fire Chief, also a sedan for the Police Chief plus four police 
cruisers. The Executive Secretary conducted a study for the consideration 
of the Public Works Council relative to the possibility of combined purchas- 
ing of items such as hardware, tools, and automotive supplies. Each 
department prepared a list of the ten items it purchased most. Sixteen 
classes of purchases were developed from these lists. The Town’s computer 
was used in determining the dollar value of purchases in each of these 
sixteen classes in 1969. The study revealed that the Town now has com- 
bined purchasing on significant items including gasoline, gravel, loam, 
asphalt, and many other types of supplies and materials purchased through 
competitive bidding. It also indicated that savings resulting from centyral- 
ized purchasing of other items was not justified in light of increased 
administrative costs. 


The Executive Secretary attended the collective bargaining sessions 
of the two organized employee groups negotiating with the Selectmen; 
the International Association of Fire Fighters, Local #1564, and the 
Town Employees’ Association, representing Highway, Water and Sewer, 
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Cemetery, Sanitation, and Park Departments and Custodians of the 
Library and Town Hall. Negotiations with each of the two groups were 
concluded resulting in two-year contracts expiring March 31, 1972. The 
significance of these two-year contracts is that they have provided the 
Town with twice the labor relations stability as that provided in a 
one-year contract. During the year there have been three alleged griev- 
ances concerning the interpretation of the collective bargaining agreements. 
In each instance the Executive Secretary was appointed to the Municipal 
Employer’s Grievance Subcommittee by the Board of Selectmen. 


We worked very closely with the Caretaker of Veterans’ Graves, John 
Horn, on his proposal for the installation of permanent Veterans’ Mem- 
orials in Wildwood Cemetery, Winchester; Calvary Cemetery and Wood- 
brook Cemetery in Woburn; and Oak Grove Cemetery in Medford. Mr. 
Horn pointed out to the Board of Selectmen that the number of graves 
to be decorated each year was on the increase and proposed that one 
permanent memorial be placed at each of the four cemeteries where 
most Winchester veterans are buried. Instead of decorating each of 
approximately six hundred veterans’ graves with flowers, it was proposed to 
decorate the permanent memorials to be erected in the four cemeteries 
enumerated above. Under the proposal the Town is continuing to decorate 
each grave with a flag. Mr. Horn is to be commended for his diligent 
efforts resulting in the successful completion of this project. Normally on 
such a proposal, the Town would engage a consultant to develop exact 
plans and specifications and then would contract with the lowest bidder to 
carry out the project. In this instance the Board of Selectmen, in acting 
on the recommendation of the Executive Secretary, used the opposite 
approach. We advised prospective bidders of the approximate amount 
of money the Town wished to pay for the memorial to be placed in each 
of the four cemeteries and asked them to furnish their design of pro- 
posed memorials, along with the exact cost, to the Town. Specifications 
were sent to fourteen memorial companies and four proposals were re- 
ceived. The Cemetery Commissioners and the local veterans’ organizations 
were consulted to assist the Selectmen in determining the most appro- 
priate proposal. 


The Town purchased, through negotiated sale, the residential property 
located at No. 10 Alben Street containing approximately 87,400 square feet. 
This property was acquired for future expansion of the George Wash- 
ington School. The Town also owns seven other residential properties 
that were previously acquired for future expansion of elementary schools. 
It is the responsibility of this office to see that the rents, totaling $1,623.00 
per month, are collected, and that the homes are maintained. Most of the 
minor maintenance is the responsibility of the tenants, however, major 
repairs must be performed by either Town forces or private contractors. 
The Highway, Water and Sewer, and Park Departments have been most 
cooperative in making repairs to these homes, when requested. 


The Selectmen’s Office solicited bids to furnish all Town departments 
with fuel oil in August, which is the normal practice. As a result of the 
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national fuel shortage, we received only one bid for furnishing No. 5 fuel 
oil and no bids on furnishing No. 6 fuel oil. The bid on No. 5 fuel oil was 
$4.54 per barrel as compared to the bid price of $2.45 in 1969, an increase 
of 84%. The School Department purchases approximately 351,000 gallons 
per year of No. 5 fuel oil and 160,000 gallons per year of No. 6 fuel oil. 
No other department uses No. 5 or No. 6. It appeared that we would 
have to use No. 5 fuel oil where we would normally burn No. 6, which 
would also add to the expense. We were concerned that we might not be 
able to secure fuel oil in sufficient quantity for the schools. The increase 
in price plus the unavailability of No. 6 fuel oil represented an increase 
in cost to the Town of approximately $38,000.00 for the heating season. 
We worked closely with the School Administration in attempting to find 
a source of No. 6 fuel oil. The Executive Secretary testified at a hearing 
on the fuel oil crisis held by the Governor’s Emergency Energy Committee 
in September and outlined the Town’s problem. Letters were sent to the 
Senators and Representative in Congress, the Governor and State Repre- 
sentatives requesting their assistance for Federal action to relieve the fuel 
shortage. As a result of these efforts, two possible sources of No. 6 fuel 
oil were found and bids were solicited in early December. Two companies 
submitted proposals for furnishing No. 6 fuel oil and the award was 
made by the Selectmen to the low bidder at 4.41 per barrel, 


During the course of the year there were department head changes. 
Howard F. Ambrose, the Town Engineer, passed away in March. It was a 
distinct privilege to have had an opportunity to work with Mr. Ambrose, 
who was an exceptionally qualified and dedicated public servant. John 
H. Ciarcia, the Assistant Town Engineer, was appointed Town Engineer by 
the Selectmen. Joseph J. Derro retired as Chief of Police in January and 
was succeeded by Edward F. Bowler. The Town is most fortunate to have 
department heads of the caliber and dedication of Mr. Ambrose, Mr. 
Ciarcia, Chief Derro and Chief Bowler. . 


In addition to the special projects and functions carried out during 
1970, as enumerated above, the Executive Secretary was engaged in the 
norma] daily functions and responsibilities of this office. The Executive 
Secretary, as the chief administrative officer for departments under the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Selectmen, is responsible for insuring that 
the Selectmen’s decisions, directives, and policies are carried out. He also 
coordinates the activities of these departments. He keeps the Board in- 
formed on financial, administrative and other pertinent matters through 
oral and written reports. He makes investigations, performs research 
work, and submits recommendations to the Selectmen to assist them in 
making their decisions. It is the responsibility of the Executive Secretary 
to see that numerous inquiries, complaints, and requests received by the 
Selectmen’s Office are properly dealt with. 


The Selectmen’s Office was extremely busy during 1970. This placed 
an additional burden on the clerical staff composed of Mrs. Marie T. 
Carroll and Mrs. Hazel McGuire. A sincere thank you is extended for 
their proficiency, hard work and dedication in carrying out their numerous 
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regular duties as well as the special projects in which we were engaged 
during the year. 

The Executive Secretary expresses his sincere appreciation for the 
cooperation received from the various Town boards, department heads, and 
employees throughout the year.

Twenty-six notices of restraint during certain hours and 
three notices of permanent restraint were issued. Ninety lost and/or 
found reports were received. One forma] hearing was conducted.

REPORT OF WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 


Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


The Annual Report of the Workmen’s Compensation Department for 
the year 1970 is herewith respectfully submitted. 


Expenditures for Workmen’s Compensation in 1970 were as follows: 


Compensation $14,124.57 
Medical Services 6,635.20 


Hospital Services 3,460.23 


$24,220.00 
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The total 1970 expenditures of $24,220.00 compare with total expendi- 
tures of $20,117.89 in 1969 and $25,111,13 in 1968. 


Twenty (20) employees of various departments received compensation 
payments as well as medical and hospital services during 1970. Com- 
pensation payments for this group amounted to $14,124.57. Medical costs 
amounted to $3,981.70 and hospital services $2,600.19. 


Fifty-two (52) employees sustained injuries which required medical 
and hospital services but no loss of work. Medical costs for this group 
amounted to $2,653.50 and hospital services amounted to $860.04. 


Two hundred twenty-four (224) applications for employment with 
the various Town Departments were processed in 1970 and the employment 
applications and medical approvals are on file in this office. This com- 
pares with one hundred fifty-six (156) applications in 1969. 


Employees absent from work because of illness or injury in excess of 
five (5) days are required to furnish doctor’s certificates indicating that 
they are physically able to return to work. This requirement was estab- 
lished by an amendment to the Personnel Policy Guide in 1969. In most 
cases these certificates were furnished by the employee’s physician at no 
cost to the employee or the Town. In twelve (12) instances the cost of 
this physical examination was borne by the Town. 


The Massachusetts Division of Industrial Accidents raised the per diem 
payment for hospital care from $77.02 to $79.02, effective January 1, 1970.. 
The rate applying to all hospital care and services, with the exception 
of the daily rate, whole blood, services of optometrists, dentists, chiropo- 
dists or special duty nursing services, artificial appliances,. eyeglasses, 
radios, television, newspapers, private telephones, and other non-patient 
services, and other materials taken home to be used primarily after dis- 
charge from hospital, was reduced by the Massachusetts Industrial Accident 
Board from 84% to 82% of the hospital’s norma] charges. 


I wish to thank Dr. Hugh McCarthy, Town Physician, and all of the 
Town Departments for their cooperation. —

The Department consists of the Chief Engineer, three Captains, one 
acting Captain, three Lieutenants, one acting Lieutenant, two Fire Alarm 
men, one Mechanic, one female Clerk, thirty-five Firefighters and eight 
Callmen. 

During the year Firefighter Mechanic Robert F. Haggerty retired. 
Francis D. Mawn was appointed Firefighter Provisionally. Paul J. Hag- 
gerty and Robert M. Walsh were re-instated as Firefighters. Guistino 
Baldacci, Nicholas J. DiZio and Michael J. Luise were appointed to the 
Call Force. Callmen Gaetano Mistretta retired and Nicholas J. DiZio 
resigned. 

Apparatus 

Apparatus consists of one 750 G.P.M. Pumper, three 1000 G.P.M. 
Pumpers, one Lader Truck, one Rescue Truck, one Chief’s Car, one Fire 
Prevention Car, one Fire Alarm Truck. All apparatus is in good working 
order. 

A new Chief’s Car was purchased this past year. 

The chassis of the Fire Alarm Truck, which was scheduled to be 
replaced in 1971, was re-scheduled for 1972. The Fire Prevention Car 
will also have to be replaced in 1972. I have in my budget for 1971 funds 
for the replacement of the Rescue Truck which was purchased in 1954. 

The above schedule for replacement has been planned in a capital 
expenditure program that I submitted to you the past year. 

Also in this replacement program is the replacement in 1973 of 
Ladder No. 1 which was purchased in 1948 and the replacement in 1974 
of Engine No. 1, which was purchased in 1950. 


Building 

The Central Station is in good condition. However, with a building 
56 years old we must expect to spend more money each year from now 
on for repairs. 

In 1971, I plan to replace part of the apparatus floor that has settled 
and broken. The brick sidewalk on the side leading to the side entrance 
and the Police Station has to be either re-layed or replaced. This work 
will be done in 1971. 
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The large return pipes in the boiler room that enter the boiler must 
be replaced. 


A new 400 ampere service will be installed to replace the original 200 
ampere service that was installed in 1914 and is now very inadequate. 


Fire Alarm 


Due to the heavy work load we were not able to test all circuits 
once a month. However we were able to test all Fire Alarm boxes six (6) 
times during the year. 


All auxiliary stations in Public and Private Schools were tested before 
schools opened in September. The Town Hall auxiliary stations have also 
been. tested. 


Four new pedestal Fire Alarm boxes were replaced due to accidents. 
Two street boxes were transferred from poles to pedestals. 


The following new Fire Alarm boxes were installed: 


Box 621—Highland Ave. Cor. Mason St. 
Box 471—Cross St. Opp. Cleveland Rd. 


The following Master Boxes were replaced: 


Box 533—Church St. at Wyman School 
Box 251—Unitarian Church, Main St. & Mystic Valley Parkway 


We have in operation the following number of boxes:

There was 5,325 feet of new aerial line installed; 1,000 feet replaced 
and 275 feet of underground cable installed. 


Due to the Boston Edison Company converting their Primary Aerial 
lines over to 13,008 volts there has been an -enormous amount of pole 
replacements which has added considerably to the work load. We have 
transferred a total of 187 poles. We have a balance of approximately 
210 poles to transfer. | 


The Fire Alarm men have attended 48 hours of various technical 
school sessions, mostly on their time off. They have been called back 
to a total of 32 hours for emergency work. They have received a total 
of 176 hours of assistance from the various members of the Department. 


The following work is planned for the coming year: continue and 
finish the underground work on circuit No. 3; rework underground cable 
along Church St.; replace existing pedestal at Box 21 with one large 
enough for all cables and protect same from auto accidents. Also re- 
place cable from Station to Box 24 with larger cable. 
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Training

Flammable Liquid fire extinguishment training was conducted in the 
area provided at the town incinerator. 


Firefighter John Geoghegan attended a Recruit Training Course at 
the State Fire Training Academy in Stow, Mass. for two weeks. 


The following films have been shown to all members of the depart- 
ment: “Fire Fighting During Riots,” “Fighting Liquefied Petroleum Fires,” 
“Your Fire Department,” and “Our Obligation.” 


I am sure there has been much training conducted on an innformal 
basis, this report consists of formal training only. 


Fire Prevention 


With the cooperation of Dr. Donald A. Klemer and Principal Richard 
H. Young, of the Francis Muraco School, we were able to distribute to 
all elementary school students, including the Parochial Schools, kinder- 
garten through sixth grade, a home evacuation plan and a home inspection 
sheet. We also showed a Walt Disney film “Donald’s Fire Survival Plan.” 
(All the above material was furnished to us by the Star Market, free of 
charge.) 


Four fire drills were conducted in all public and private schools during 
the year as required by State Laws. 


The Winchester Hospital, Continuing Care Unit and Home for the 
Aged were inspected four times as required by State Law. 


All churches, schools, club houses, apartments, businesses were in- 
spected at least twice during the year. 


During Springtime we placed posters on “Spring Clean Up” on all 
store windows and business bulletin boards. This poster illustrated the 
necessity of good housekeeping to prevent fires. 


During Christmas time Fire Prevention posters were distributed and 
‘placed on all school bulletin boards, store windows and in business estab- 
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lishments. These posters illustrated the precautions to be taken during 
the Christmas season.

West Side Station 


The Town Meeting voted to appropriate $5,000.00 and appoint a 
Committee to employ an architect to bring back plans and costs of a 
West Side Fire Station at the next special or annual Town Meeting. 


Invalid Stickers 


At the present time there are 24 invalid stickers placed in houses in 
force. 


Auxiliary Fire Department 


The Auxiliary Fire Department consists of two Lieutenants and seven- 
teen firefighters which is an increase of one man over last year. We 
will continue to try to recruit additional members in the coming year 
in order to bring the Department strength up to approximately twenty-five 
men. 


The Department maintains two pieces of apparatus. Engine No. 6 
is a 500 G.P.M., four wheel drive pumper which was purchased in 1967. 
A new pump was installed on the truck this year replacing an old World 
War IIT unit which was both unrealiable and unsafe to operate. This 
vehicle is in good condition and should provide many years of reliable 
service. 
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Lighting No. 1 incorporates an 18,000 watt generator with associated 
lights and cables plus a public address system. This truck, a 1955 model, 
has been requiring a tremendous amount of maintenance in order to keep 
it running and, not only is the body rusting out in many areas but, the 
engine needs to be either completely overhauled or replaced. Consequently, 
it is quite evident that this vehicle is not going to be usable much longer 
and it will have to be replaced in 1972. There is, at this point, a serious 
question as to whether or not the lighting unit can be kept running for 
another year, but we will attempt to keep it in service for as long as 
possible. 


The Auxiliary Fire Department established for the first time, a joint 
program with the Woburn Auxiliary Department. This program covered 
very basic material for the benefit of the newer men and advanced on 
up to the more sophisticated concepts covering a variety of subjects. It 
was highly successful and we hope to be able to continue these joint 
drill sessions with Woburn, and perhaps other departments, in the coming 
year, and at the same time, go on to other more advanced material. 


During 1970, the apparatus responded to 16 still alarms, 20 box alarms, 
1 working fire, 2 second alarms, 1 third alarm and 26 special details. 
The apparatus also responded to six mutual aid calls out of town including 
one to Arlington, one to Medford, one to Waltham and three to Woburn. 
While making these responses, the apparatus traveled 765 miles, used 
14,650 feet of various types of hose, and accumulated 271 engine hours. 


The Auxiliary personnel have given approximately 6,350 man-hours 
of standby duty at the station which includes maintenance of apparatus 
and building. In addition the men responded to 134 box alarms resulting 
in 904 man-hours of firefighting duty. 


In conclusion I wish to thank the businessmen and merchants for 
cooperating in our Fire Prevention program and also, the permanent 
Firefighters, Officers, Callmen and Auxiliary Fire Department, and the 
Heads of all Town Departments who assisted me in any way.

Personnel 


The department consists of the Chief of Police, three Lieutenants, 
a Sergeant-Inspector, five line Sergeants, a Juvenile Officer, a Safety 
Officer, a Patrolman-Inspector, and twenty-nine Patrolmen, including two 
Identification Officers. Six special police officers were employed at various 
times, to replace regular officers absent during vacations, sickness, injuries, 
and other causes. 
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Many important personnel changes took place during the year. On 
January 12, 1970, Joseph J. Derro retired after a long and distinguished 
career. Lieutenant Edward F. Bowler replaced him as Chief on the same 
date. The valuable services of two Sergeants were lost by the retirement 
of Robert A. Elliott and Daniel I. Reardon. 


Promotions were made of one Lieutenant and three Sergeants. An 
examination for an additional promotion to Sergeant was held on October 
24, 1970, and the results are awaited. 


Other changes included new assignments to the positions of Sergeant- 
Inspector, Safety Officer, and Patrolman-Inspector. 

There is a need for an additional patrolman to assist the night 
Lieutenant on Desk Duty, to maintain the lockup, and to respond to 
ambulance calls. An additional clerk is needed for typing and filing. 

During the year, eight officers availed themselves of the opportunity 
to obtain salary increments and tuition aid under the Self-Improvement 
Program for college students, and it is expected that the number will 
increase to at least twelve during 1971. 


Juvenile Problem 


Officer Richard W. Beaton continues to perform excellent work as 
Juvenile Officer. The delinquency problem includes the many children 
involved in drug abuse. Police activities in this field comprise not only 
law enforcement, but also attendance at training courses offered by various 
agencies, participation in the local drug abuse committee, CONCERN, 
giving lectures and demonstrations and engaging in seminars and dis- 
cussions. The police department through newspaper publicity and coopera- 
tion with civil and religious groups, has tried to keep the public informed. 

Vandalism has been a serious problem and keeps not only the juvenile 
officer, but all other officers busy trying to control it. The drinking of 
alcoholic beverages by teenagers is widespread and juvenile intoxication 
is not uncommon. On the other hand, our town has been remarkably 
free from violence during 1970, and in comparison with other communities, 
we have an excellent record. The police department, with a policy of firm- 
ness and fairness in dealing with the younger element, will continue to 
work with the children, their parents, the schools, the churches, the 
medical profession, and others concerned, to carry out a program of benefit 
to both the public and the children. 


School Traffic Control 


Thirty school crossings throughout the Town are covered by men and 
women school traffic officers; who perform courteously and efficiently in 
their difficult tasks. Regular officers fill in during absences, as do three 
spare school traffic officers. In addition, regular police officers cover part- 
time posts at several locations. A. police officer is stationed temporarily 
at Highland Avenue and Sargent Road intersection pending the construc- 
tion of a sidewalk for the children who attend the Mystic School. 
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Motor Vehicle Equipment 


The motor vehicle equipment consists of one 1970 Chrysler Sedan, 
used by the Chief, one 1968 Ford Sedan used by the Inspectors and 
Sergeants, one 1969 Ford Sedan used for radar speed checks and traffic 
surveys, two 1970 Ford Sedans and two 1970 Ford Station Wagons used 
for patrol and emergency vehicles. The 1962 Cadillac Ambulance is due 
to be replaced in 1971 with a new vehicle. This will be financed by about 
50% from Federal Funds. Four patrol cars in use twenty-four hours a 
day the year round, are due for replacement during 1971. 


Traffic Safety 


A daily traffic law enforcement program has been in effect with 
officers using radar both day and night in various locations, especially 
those where numerous accidents have occurred. Radar units have proven 
to be very effective in deterring speeding throughout the Town. In 1970, 
two new radar units were acquired with the costs paid 100% by Federal 
Funding. 

Officer Donald E. Pigott has been a very capable Safety Officer and 
has been kept busy with the many problems which arise in the traffic 
and safety field. 

The parking meters in the Center, which were installed in 1965, con- 
tinue to work effectively. It is necessary to replace meters occasionally 
because of destruction by automobiles, vandalism, or theft. The cost of 
maintenance, however, is relatively low. 


Auxiliary Police Force 


This volunteer organization consists of one Chief, one Captain, three 
Sergeants, and eleven Patrolmen. The officers maintain their headquarters 
and target range at “Station Two” on Park Street. Chief Frederic W. Wier 
and his officers perform many duties, such as church traffic, to assist the 
regular police. Auxiliary officers have aided the regular police on patrol 
car duty at night, paying particular attention to school buildings in order 
to prevent vandalism. They are not paid for their services, and deserve 
the thanks of all for the time and effort they donate to promoting 
public safety. 

Communications 


In 1969 a new base transmitter was installed at the police station. 
It is in good operating condition. Of the eight mobile sets, two are in 
poor condition and must be replaced in 1971. Our four “walkie-talkies” 
purchased in 1966 and 1967, require frequent repairs and should be re- 
placed in 1972. New batteries and additional charges will be needed in 
1971 to keep the sets functioning efficiently. I am requesting two additional 
walkie-talkies of a more compact type for the use of the inspectors when 
on plainclothes duty or making surveillances, since the patrol sets are 
too large for this type activity. The Intercity Police hook-up keeps us in 
touch with other communities for fast communication when major crimes 
or emergencies occur. 
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The department has twenty-two call boxes in regular use. These are 
maintained by the Telephone Company. 


In 1970 our Teletype was replaced by the Teleprocessor. This unit, 
which is a computer terminal, connects us with the National Crime Infor- 
mation Center in Washington, D.C., and furnishes almost instant response 
to communications relating to stolen and recovered cars and other property, 
and missing and wanted persons. We also have communication with other 
law enforcement agencies and record bureaus throughout the state and 
across the country. It is a great improvement over the teletype and essen- 
tial for the efficiency of the police. The Town is being reimbursed approxi- 
mately 60% of the cost through a grant of Federal Funds. 


Police Building 

The police building is becoming more inadequate each year. After 
fifty-five years of use there is an obvious insufficiency of space. There is 
little room for privacy during interviews. The Inspectors and the Juvenile 
Officer share the same room. The Safety Officer has a desk in the base- 
ment. The patrolmen make out their reports on a desk in the corridor. 
The Lieutenants have a small office in the firearms storage room. The 
Clerks’ office is overcrowded with desks, business machines, and filing 
cabinets. 


Three years ago, the State Division of Youth Service withdrew ap- 
proval of our facilities for the detention of juvenile offenders at our 
station. This required us to transport juveniles to out of town stations 
for detention, a great inconvenience to all concerned. This problem has 
been demonstrated by the previous Chief and by myself, and it is to be 
hoped that eventually funds will be provided to construct acceptable 
facilities. 


Long range plans for public buildings in the Town should provide 
for a new police station by the year 1980 or sooner. The present building, 
besides being too small, is not functional. The building is decaying. The 
plumbing and heating systems are poor. Maintenance costs are bound 
to increase to the point where the only economical solution will be a new 
building. i 


Service 


I wish to extend my sincere thanks to all members of the Board 
of Selectmen for their concern, cooperation, and assistance in all matters 
pertaining to the police department. The members of the Finance Com- 
mittee, also, have been very helpful in resolving budgetary problems. 


The police department has received full cooperation from all depart- 
ment heads, from many town department personnel, committees, boards, 
and in fact from all town officials and employees, so that it would be 
impractical to mention them individually. They may be sure, however, 
that I am grateful to them. 
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I wish to thank Judge Francis P. Cullen and all other personnel of 
the Woburn District Court for the courtesies extended to me and my 
officers in upholding the law and administering justice. 


A note of appreciation is due Chief Frederick W. Wier and his 
Auxiliary Police for responding so willingly to my numerous requests for 
assistance. 


In conclusion, my personal thanks to the Lieutenants, Sergeants, 
Patrolmen and Clerks, who have worked along with me, to serve the 
people of this town. Their loyalty and devotion to duty is greatly appre- 
ciated. They have made ‘it possible for this police department to discharge 
its duties efficiently.

I respectfully submit the following annual ropes of ote Forestry 
Department activities. 


During the Spring and Fall of 1970, 110 trees were cet as ‘publi 
shade trees. This is 35 more trees planted than in 1969. There ‘were 83 
Crimson Maples, 16 Dogwoods and 11 Lindens. 


The loss of Maples continued to be of great concern to the Depart- 
ment. 44 Maples were lost primarily through the Maple Wilt Disease. 
This is however 11 less than were lost last year in 1969. 


This year we removed 44 Maples, 31 Elms, 4 Ash and 4 Willow trees. 
Tree stumps were removed from 42 locations in Town. 
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In cooperation with other Town Departments six trees were removed 
for the School Department, three for the Water Department and nine 
trees for the Park Department. 


The Town continued the care of all Town trees, spraying Elms, 
Birches and areas heavily infected with poison ivy. During this year 
90 trees were tested for Dutch Elm Disease. Of these 35 were found to 
be afflicted with the disease. 


During this past year many of the Town Oak Trees were afflicted 
with the Oak Kanker Worm. The Town sprayed our Oaks twice during 
the year and hope that residents will have their private Oak Trees 
sprayed in the same manner lest we should start losing our magnificent 
Oaks. — 

During the Winter months, the Department furnished men and equip- 
ment for Snow and Ice removal. Our new Mist Sprayer was purchased 
during the year.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT

I respectfully submit the following annual report of the Highway 
Department Atcivities: 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 

Construction of Standish Lane which was started in 1969 was com- 
pleted this year. The major portion of construction of Churchill Road, 
Bates Road and Winter Street were completed this year and the re- 
mainder of work will be completed in 1971. The major portion of con- 
struction of a new parking lot at the Muraco School was done this year 
and the remaining work will be completed in 1971. Entry was made on 
River Street this year and the major portion of construction will be com- 
pleted in 1971. 

Swanton Street from Cedar Street to Main Street, Pond Street from 
the Woburn line to Cambridge Street and Lockeland Road from Ridge 
Street to High Street were reconstructed with Bituminous Concrete under 
various State Aid Accelerated Highway Funds. 

Sidewalks: 

Approximately 550 square yards of concrete sidewalks were repaired 
under contract which proved a very successful operation. 

Approximately 300 square yards of concrete sidewalks were repaired 
or replaced by town forces during the year. 
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Street Signs and Markings: 


Seven hundred and ten traffic and street signs were erected new or 
as replacements during this year. Green, orange and red scotch lite street 
signs were used again this year with excellent results. Many of the 
new signs were in conjunction with the new road to the Muraco School 
and the new High Street School. 


Approximately 36 miles of traffic lines were painted or placed on 
streets and parking lots. Catch basin markers and hydrant markers were 
purchased and are being placed on streets, to ease the problems of locating 
both basins and hydrants during winter months. Painting of center lines 
were completed this year on a contractual basis, which proved to be the 
most economical method to accomplish this operation. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 


New Equipment purchased by the Highway Department this year is 
as follows: One new L-900 Ford Dump Truck, one new Elgin Street 
Sweeper, one new Chevrolet Pick-up Truck, and one new Ford Station 
Wagon. 


MAINTENANCE 


During the year the following streets were resurfaced under contract 
by Trimount Bituminous Products Company: 


Webster Street, Norwood Street, Myrtle Street, Lakeview Road, Ravens- 
croft Road, Shore Road, Winthrop Street, Stowell Road, Old High Street, 
High Street, Harrison Street, Glenwood Avenue, Lockwan Street, Laurel 
Street, Sargent Road, Brooks Street, Rumford Street, Water Street, Vine 
Street, Seneca Road, Florence Street, Loring Avenue, Churchill Road, 
Ridgefield Road, Pond Street, Parker Road, Hollywood Road, Holton Street, 
Robinhood Road. 


Bituminous Concrete top was applied to Standish Lane and a base 
coarse was applied to Bates Road, Churchill Road, and Winter Street. 


Granite curbing and an asphalt base was placed to complete the 
major portion of the North Main Street Sidewalk. Approximately 50% 
of the asphalt sidewalks on Cross Street were completed this year. 


Many streets were patched by the Department in connection with 
numerous openings made by the Water and Sewer Department. Openings 
made by private utilities were patched by private contractors. All patches 
were under-patched with a concrete base in accordance with specifications 
of the Department. 


During the Spring and Summer season streets were swept and cleaned 
throughout the Town. There were 1200 catch basins cleaned during this 
past year. During the fall season the leaves were picked up and femoved 
from all Town streets. 
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SURFACE DRAINAGE 


In conjunction with the construction of Bates Road, Churchill Road, 
Winter Street and the Muraco School parking lot, 375 feet of 12 inch 
reinforced concrete pipe was laid, seven catch basins and three manholes 
were constructed. 


SIDEWALK AND CURB 


Due to the prolonged concrete strike we were unable to complete our 
new sidewalk requests this year. Those not completed will be carried 
over into the 1971 construction season. Approximately 300 s.y. of concrete 
sidewalk and six thousand four hundred and ten feet of granite curb 
and four inlet stones were laid this year. 


SPECIAL PROJECTS 


The Highway Department in cooperation with the Park Department 
contributed men and equipment to aid in the landscaping and placing 
of Rip Rap around the Mill Pond and in the filling operation at the 
Davidson Park project. Highway Department equipment was also used 
in spreading sand at the various beaches in the Town. 


SANITATION 


A contract for Town collected and delivered garbage was awarded to 
Francis T. O’Rourke to pay the Town of Winchester $4,100.00 for the 
period August 1, 1970 to July 31, 1971. Collections were made each fourth 
working day at dwellings and daily at grocery stores and restaurants. 


A contract to remove all unburnables from the Incinerator was awarded 
to Elviro Arguti who bid $1,900.00 for the period May 1, 1970 to April 1, 
1971. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 


The Sanitation Department purchased one new F-600 Garbage Truck 
complete. 


INCINERATOR 


Since the Incinerator is operating with two shifts, the hours made 
available to the citizens was increased by allowing residents to make 
use of the facilities until 9 P.M. in the evening. This additional service 
to the citizens has proved very successful. The Sanitation department 
is also in the process of trying to recycle paper for which the Town 
receives $3.00 per ton for all material sold. 


SNOW & ICE 


The Town of Winchester experienced numerous snow storms for 1970. 
The major portion coming during the month of December for a record 
breaking 38%” for the month. 
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There were 43 days during the year in which we had snowfall. Ten 
storms required plowing, seven required removal and 37 required salting 
and sanding operations. 


One new Sidewalk Tractor Blower was purchased during the year. 


The usual fine cooperation was received from all Town Boards, De- 
partments and employees.

I respectfully submit the annual report of the Engineering Department 
for 1970. 


With sadness, I reflect back to March 10, 1970 when Howard F. 
Ambrose, Town Engineer passed away. He will long be remembered as 
a devoted and conscientious worker for over 43 years in the service of 
the Town. His dedication to a job well done is a tribute to his name. 


The activities of the Department are summarized under the following 
headings: 


Board: of Assessors 


Assessors’ plans comprising of over 235 sheets, were revised to show 
annual changes in land ownership, new lot cut-ups, new buildings, addi- 
tions and other information pertinent to assessments. 

The 27 large composite assessors’ plans and cloth duplicates that the 
Assessors use daily were brought up to date. 

The Engineering Department is presently preparing a set of Assessors’ 
maps showing all water, sewer and drain easements. 

One year indexing of the Assessors’ abstracts was completed. 

Ten year indexing of the Assessors’ abstracts is presently being com- 
pleted with the use of the Computer. Also with the use of the Computer 
a fifty year indexing has been started and hopefully by the end of 
1971 will be completed. 

These abstracts are used daily by Engineering personnel and with the 
improved indexing will save many man hours throughout the year. 
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Board of Selectmen 


Twenty-six sidewalk and curbing orders and twenty-eight comple- 
tions for Assessments under the Betterment Act were prepared throughout 
the year for recording in the Middlesex Registry of Deeds. 


The proper forms and plans for laying out public ways, namely River 
Street, Churchill Road and Bates Road were prepared for public hearings, 
Town Meeting and recording in the Middlesex Registry of Deeds. 


Names of abutting land owners for pole location hearings were fur- 
nished throughout the year. 


Perambulation of the Arlington and Lexington lines was accomplished 
and it was determined that all monuments were intact and properly wit- 
nessed. 


Engineering services were provided throughout the year for the fol- 
lowing requests: 

Lockeland Road Fire Station Site — Topographical Plan. 

No. 16 Tufts Road — Studies for a sewer and drain easement plan. 

Palmer Street — Plan and estimate for proposed curbing and widening 
of Palmer Street and proposed parking facilities at southerly end of the 
tennis courts. 

Cross Street — Plan and estimate for proposed sidewalks. 

Shore Road — Plan for discontinuance of a portion of Shore Road 
for the Senior High School. 
“~~. Cambridge Street — Plan and estimate of a proposed sidewalk from 
Swan Road to High Street. 

- North Border Road — A plan and estimate was prepared to help de- 
termine a possible solution to the status of the Metropolitan District 
Commission Land. 

' Main Street — Engineering services and estimates were furnished for 
a proposed sidewalk on the easterly side from Swanton Street southerly 
550’. 

River Street — Drainage Easement Plan for recording in the Registry 
of Deeds. 

Highland Avenue — Estimate for sidewalk on the easterly side from 
Sargent Road northerly 500’ was prepared. 

_ Grayson Road — A survey and information were prepared for a report 

on a drainage situated between homes on Grayson Road and Kenwin Road. 

Sargent Road — A plan and profile for drainage was made and an 
easement plan for recording in the Registry of Deeds. 

Plans and Preliminary estimates were prepared for the proposed Ac- 
ceptance of a portion of West Chardon Road and Loring Court. 


Board of Health 


Information and plans pertinent to Health violators were prepare 
when needed. 
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Building Department 

Surveys for the determination of street lines and plans showing 
building locations. were made when requested. 

A total of thirty-five house and building numbers were assigned by 
the Engineering Department throughout the year. 


Cemetery Department 

Plan showing lotting, restricted areas, etc. and corresponding surveys 
were made. 

The annual locations and plans of all interments were made for 
record purposes. 

The Cemetery master plan was brought up to date. 

The Engineering Department is presently engaged in a topographical 
survey of the undeveloped portion of Wildwood Cemetery. 

Estimates were prepared for the resurfacing of roadways. 


Collector of Taxes 

Description of land, title references and other data necessary in the 
preparation of certificates of dissolvements of tax liens were furnished 
when requested. Information pertinent to over 330 lien certificates was 
provided throughout the year. 

Forty-one descriptions of land to be advertised for non payment of 
taxes were prepared. 


Conservation Commission 

Plans and slides for the annual Town Meeting were prepared for 
land takings. The two parcels were land north of Olde Lyme Road and 
owned by Robert L. Johnson, containing 6.5 acres and land on the 
southerly side of Johnson Road owned by Joseph R. and Josephine 
Dudgeon containing 3,000 s-.f. | 

Throughout the year plans were furnished for areas under considera- 
tion for future conservation purposes. 


Fire Department 

The master colored Hydrant Map was brought up to date and miscel- 
laneous plan. information pertinent to the Fire Department was prepared 
when requested. 


Forestry Department 
The westerly line of the Town Forest was surveyed to define its limits. 
Determination of street lines to establish if trees to be removed were 
public or private was provided throughout the year. 


Highway Department ; 

The Engineering Department furnished services necessary for the 
installation of 6,410 feet of granite curbing and 448 lin. ft. of concrete 
sidewalk. 

Engineering services were furnished for resurfacing of thirty-three 
streets. ‘ 
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A composite plan of the Town drainage system was brought up to 
date. 


Lines for street markings and parking lots were furnished as requested.

Housing Authority 


Plans and information pertaining to vacant land were provided when 
requested. 


A composite map of the Town showing transportation, businesses, 
churches, etc., in relation to the proposed Palmer Street site for Housing 
for the Elderly was prepared. A plan and description of the Palmer 
Street site for transferring the property to the Housing Authority was 
prepared. 


Park Department 


Seasonal layouts for basketball, football, swimming, soccer, etc., were 
made throughout the year. 

Surveys to establish Park Land Boundaries were made when needed. 

A composite plan showing the existing sport layouts of MacDonald 
Field was made. The Engineering Department is in the process of pre- 
paring a composite plan of Ginn Field, Leonard Field and West Side Field. 
A plan and estimate for a proposed basketball court on MacDonald Field 
has been prepared. 


Special Projects which required considerable time were: 


Davidson Park 


The proposed improvement of the Park by filling, dredging and land- 
scaping has required extensive time of the Engineering Department. In 
April 1970, necessary plans and information were prepared to obtain 
approval from the Department of Natural Resources under a Hatch Act 
proceedings. After the required hearing and study by the Department 
permission was granted on June 29, 1970. 


Additional plans and specifications were then prepared to obtain a 
license from the Department of Public Works, Waterways Division. 


After the required public hearing a license to fill and dredge the 
river was issued on September 9, 1970. Since that time the necessary 
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engineering was provided to deposit fill from miscellaneous Town projects 
and also that which has been purchased. At this time approximately 
twenty-five hundred (2500) yards of fill has been dumped enabling about 
95% of the filling operation completed. 

Depending upon the weather the final filling will be finished early 
in 1971 and also a major part of the dredging. 


Mill Pond 

Plans, estimates and Engineering services were provided for the 
improvement of the Mill Pond Area. 

Approximately 150 sq. yds. of Rip-Rap were installed along the shore 
line of Mill Pond from the Duck Feeding Station northerly about 105 feet. 

Engineering services were also provided for 500 lin. ft. of Bituminous 
Concrete sidewalk along the Mill Pond, from Mt. Vernon Street to 
Mystic Valley Parkway. 


Planning Board 
- Information related to engineering requirements under the subdivision 
control law was furnished frequently to private engineers, developers 
and contractors.

Considerable time was spent in providing necessary information and 
plans for the construction of the new Senior High School. 


A slide and pertinent information for the purchase of No. 10 Alben 
Street was prepared. 

A study of the existing soil conditions relevent to the foundation 
of the Lincoln School was made.

Information pertinent for the certification of public ways by the 
Town Clerk was provided when requested. 


Lists of new public and private streets and the annual updating of 
an indexed Precinct Map was prepared.

Throughout the year plans and descriptions were provided for Town 
Meeting Articles concerning takings, easements and miscellaneous projects. 


Water and Sewer Department 
The master sewer plan of the Town was brought up to date. 


Engineering information necessary in estimating costs of all Water 
é& Sewer building connections were furnished to the Water & Sewer 
Department. 


Field engineering services necessary in determining suitable elevations 
of proposed sewer connections to buildings were furnished. 


A sewer study was made, plans prepared and necessary engineering to 
install sewer in the following streets: 


High Street Extn. — from No. 255 High Street westerly 657 feet. 
Locke Street — from Arlington Line northerly 133 feet. 
Sewer studies and plans were prepared for the following projects: 


a. Brooks Street — consideration to sewer three homes through an 
easement to West Chardon Road. 
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b. New Senior High School — proposed sewer connection. 


c. No. 5 Bates Road — proposed connection through easement to 
Tufts Road. 


Miscellaneous 
During the year various surveys were made and miscellaneous services. 
provided for all departments and Town officers. 


Considerable time was spent in furnishing information to the general 
public, Engineers, Lawyers, public service companies and others. The 
usual fine cooperation was received from all Town Boards, Department 
Heads and other Town employees. 


In concluding this report I wish to express my appreciation to my 
Assistant, Joseph Capone and the other men of the Department, Dominic 
Serratore, George Stewart and John Murphy for their utmost cooperation 
and the efficient manner in which they have performed throughout the 
year.

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


Board of Selectmen, 
Town Hall, 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith my report as the Director of the Department of 
Veterans’ Services for the calendar year 1970. 


It conforms substantially to the format and contents of previous 
reports, the main objective being to furnish facts and informational data 
deemed essential to a true understanding of the overall scope of the 
Veterans’ Services program. 


The veteran (including dependents) population continues to increase 
as service men and women engaged in the Vietnam Conflict are released 
from active service. Veterans Administration figures list the veteran only 
population as 27,647,000. This total is comprised as follows: WwW-I, 
1,536,000; WW-II, 14,458,000; Korean Conflict, 5,867,000; Vietnam Era, 4,173,- 
000; Other, 1,613,000. 


Registration for the purpose of Massachusetts Vietnam Bonus totals 
approximately 165,000 as of December 1, 1970. 


The appropriation to date to finance payment of this bonus is $41 
million. In Winchester, registration to date, totals 360. Only eight states, 
Connecticut, Delaware, Illinois, Louisiana, Massachusetts, Penney eS, 
South Dakota and Vermont, have enacted such legislation. 
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As in general, so here in Winchester, the trend continues to develop 
in the area of more extensive servicing of various types of claims and 
the furnishing of procedural information rather than the mere servicing 
of applications for financial assistance. In the latter category, expenditures 
locally for the purposes listed immediately below have been quite modest 
relatively, thus reflecting the basic economic well-being of this community. 


Such expenditures for this year (well within the official budget) will 
approximate $13,500. and are allocated as follows:

An 
important part of PL 91-376 is the provision for reinstatement 
of death pension benefits to a remarried widow following the 
termination of the second marriage by death or divorce. 


As in prior years during the incumbency of this Director, service has 
been rendered promptly. The compensated work week was appropriately 
increased as of January 1, 1970 from fifteen to eighteen hours weekly 
average. Service continues to be made available on an “on-call” basis. 
During 1970, service has been furnished to 150 veterans and/or dependents 
at least once and in many cases from twice to five or more times. Thus 
the actual caseload is substantially greater than 150. 


The importance of close liaison with Veterans Administration was 
pointed up in certain cases when prompt servicing by VA personnel 
produced almost immediate and favorable results. This despite a tre- 
mendously increased VA work-load. 


Known VA pension and compensation payments in 50 cases processed 
through this office in 1970 totaled approximately $75,000. The actual 
payment total was undoubtedly greater as augmented by cases not included 
in the 50-case roster. 
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Financial assistance was given in two cases arising from labor dis- 
putes with a much smaller expenditure than would have been required 
if “strike”. benefits had not been paid. 


_ An assignment of claims was taken in two cases involving nearly $2500. 
in payments with legal action likely to realize recovery. 


It is highly improbable that Winchester can much longer be an 
exception to the very pronounced trend toward a greater and greater 
veterans’ benefits outlay in several categories. Layoffs in industry, more 
liberal budget allowances, increased medical, hospital and nursing home 
rates, lack of “health”. coverage, in combination with other factors inci- 
dent to an increasing and older veterans-dependents population, will 
inevitably have a heavier fiscal impact in this community. 


As in the past, valuable and timely cooperation was received from 
the several Town Departments to which this Director had recourse. The 
staffs of the Assessors, Town Clerk, Comptroller and Collector-Treasurer 
serviced numerous requests for essential information. Director William 
P. Supple and the personnel of the Department of Public Welfare were 
especially cooperative and helpful throughout the year in a mutuality of 
understanding and effort which served to solve problems incident to re- 
quests for assistance in varying situations.

The responsibilities of the Personnel Board are: 


1. To make recommendations to the Town Meeting with regard to 
all actions on personnel matters. 


2. To implement the actions of the Town Meetings through the 
administration of the Personnel Policy Guide and the Compensation 
Plan. 


3. To carry out research on area wage and working conditions. 


4. To coordinate the collective bargaining activities of all organized 
groups. — 
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5. To serve in an advisory capacity to the School Committee and 
the Board of Selectmen who are designated as the “municipal employer,” 
and are responsible for eet negotiations with organized groups 
in the town work force. 


6. To represent the interests of all non-organized town employees. 


7. To review the Town’s personnel policies and make recommenda- 
tions for change and improvement, 


Gresn ation 


The Board is presently comprised: of Nelson M. Bell, Chairman: Robert 
F. Hudson, Warren E. Jackson, George A. Rossi, and Robert H. Starrett. 
Administrative Assistant is Mrs. N. Bruce Hanes. During the year the 
Board accepted the resignations of Mr. Charles J. Hemmingsen, Mr. Sam- 
uel J. Reid, and Mr. Bruce B. Turner. Mr. Hemmingsen was obliged to 
resign due to a change in employment. Mr. Reid encountered extra- 
ordinary pressures of business that prevented continuation of his service. 
Mr. Turner moved from Winchester. The Board is grateful for the benefit 
of the services rendered by these gentlemen while they were members. 


Regular meetings are held by the Board on Monday night at 8:00 P.M. 
from September 1 to June 1 and as required during the summer months. 
During the past year, the Board held 25 meetings with members.-of 
Town Boards, Department Heads, and individual Town employees. Mem=' 
bers of the Board serve individually on all bargaining sub-committees 
dealing with organized groups of Town employees. The Personnel Board 
collectively acts as a coordinating body in connection with collective 
bargaining. 


Town Meeting Action 


At the Annual Town Meeting, the Board recommended and the Town 
approved the following percentage increases (five of which were as a 
result of collective bargaining) :

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All collective bargaining contracts executed were for more than one 
year, and contained specific provisions for percentage increases in future 
years. The Town Employees Association contract calls for an increase of 
7% for the year beginning April 1, 1971. The School Secretaries Associa- 
tion agreement provides for 714% for the second year. School Custodians 
Association contract will run for three years, with an increase of 7% 
effective April 1, 1971 and 6% in 1972. The Food Service Workers Associa- 
tion agreement is also for three years with a 5% increase in the second 
year and in the third year. Settlement with the International Association 
of Firefighters, Local 1564, calls for a 6.2% increase in the second year. 
This contract also provides for a reduction of work week from 48 to 46 
hours effective April 1, 1970 and from 46 to 42 hours on April 1, 1971. 
A further feature is that the contract incorporates the entire agreement 
between the Town and the Firefighters, thus eliminating the applicability 
of the Personnel Policy Guide. , 


Revisions made in the Personnel Policy Guide included provisions 
for overtime payment in lieu of compensatory time off for non-supervisory 
salaried employees, and for overtime at straight hourly rates for salaried 
employees otherwise ineligible for overtime during snow emergencies. 


Conclusion 


The Personnel Board is impressed with the generally high caliber of 
our town work force. We have met many members across the bargaining 
table and in conferences. They are sincere people whose proposals and 
Suggestions deserve serious consideration. The favorable climate for em- 
ployee relations that we enjoy in the Town of Winchester is attributable 
to this attitude and also to the efforts of many individuals in Town 
government and on Town Boards. 


The Personnel Board would like to recognize the cooperation of the 
School Committee and of the Board of Selectmen. Their commitment to 
a uniform, townwide personnel policy has been an important factor in 
the operation of collective bargaining. The Board also acknowledges in 
particular, the contributions made by the Comptroller, James Costello, and 
by the Executive Secretary to the Board of Selectmen, Edward Donnelly.

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Report of Board of Park Commissioners 


In addition to the primary functions and responsibilities of the Park 
Department, such projects as will contribute to the health and enjoy- 
ment of our citizens and the charm and beauty of our town are under- 
taken annually. 


The following projects proposed in last year’s report have been com- 
pleted or are well on their way to completion:

A new field house has been erected at Ginn Field. 


Two hundred and sixty-five feet of portable bleacher seats have 
been repaired and painted. 


A row of willow trees along the north side of the Bonnell body 
shop facing Wedge Pond has been planted. 


All work involved in the reconstruction of the east bank of Mill 
Pond that could be done under present weather conditions has 
been completed. In the spring weeping willows will be planted 
along the margin of the river between the Mt. Vernon Street bridge 
and the island replacing those trees that were removed earlier this 
year because of their weakened condition, and the finish topping 
will be applied to the new bituminous concrete walks. 


While it was the intent of the Commissioners to complete all con- 


struction work on the Aberjona River within the Davidson Park 


area this year, it was soon quite obvious that the time required 
for drawing up plans, revising these plans, hearings before the 
State Department of Waterways, approval of petitions, and final 
permits to proceed would delay the completion of this project 
until 1971. 


It is now the hope of the Board that all construction work will be 
finished by spring making possible the landscaping of this area 
and the resultant completion of the entire project before the end 
of next year. When this work is done Davidson Park should once 
again attract those of us who enjoy strolling along the quiet 
tree shaded banks of a winding river. 


The retaining wall at Palmer tennis courts has been reinforced 
and capped. 


Four tennis courts at Palmer have been refinished with a top 
dressing recommended and paid for by the tennis association. 


The following projects will be proposed for the coming year. Certain 
of these proposals will be contingent upon approval of Town Meeting.

A hard top tennis court at the Elizabeth C. McDonald playground. 
Relandscaping part of the North Washington Street Park area. 
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3. A preliminary study is being made of the area on the south side 
of Mill Pond between the wall paralleling the parkway down to 
the water’s edge with a view to relandscaping this entire area. 
As part of this land belongs to the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion, permission will be requested from the state before work can 
be started. 


While some of our activities next year will be restricted because of 
budget curtailments, the Park Department is in complete accord with the 
Finance Committee in its determined effort to hold the line on an ever 
rising cost of town government. 


The past year saw the retirement of J. Frank Holland, one of our 
foremen, with forty-two years of uninterrupted service to the department. 
Our congratulations to Frank as he joins the rank of retirees who find 
themselves busier than they have ever been. 


We welcome to the department Ralph DiMambro who transferred 
from the Water and Sewer Department and William Haggerty who trans- 
ferred back from the Cemetery Department during the year. 


And finally, the Park Commissioners are pleased to announce the 
promotion of Richard Tofuri from W-13 Working Foreman to W-14 
Foreman. 


In closing we wish to underscore the invaluable cooperation and 
tangible assistance given to the Park Department by the Superintendent, 
Water Registrar, and clerk of the Water Department, the Superintendent 
and staff of the Highway Department, the Town Engineer and his assist- 
ants, and the Recreation Director — all of which attests to the excellent 
rapport that exists between and among town departments.

Report of the Public Works Council 


The Public Works Council was established, by vote of the 1947 and 
1952 Annual Town Meetings, for the purpose of coordinating the use of 
equipment and labor of Town Departments engaged in construction, 
repair, and maintenance of Town Public Works. The voting members of 
the Council are the Board of Selectmen Chairman, Water and Sewer Board 
Chairman, Board of Park Commissioners Chairman, Cemetery Commis- 
sioners Chairman, Personnel Board Chairman, and the Superintendent of 
Streets. 
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Public Works Council meetings were held on a regular basis during 
the year. Ralph M. Swanson, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, was 
elected Chairman of the Public Works Council at its third meeting of 
the year, succeeding the former Chairman, Selectman Paul F. Amico. 


This was a busy year for the various departments represented on the 
Council with numerous special projects. The Council continually reviewed 
the progress of the major projects in order to coordinate the utilization 
of equipment and manpower by these departments. The progress on 
these projects is indicated below. Complete details on the activities of 
these departments may be found in their respective annual reports. 


The Highway Department substantially completed the construction 
of the extension of Bates Road to provide additional access to the Muraco 
School, and also the extension of Winter Street which joins Winter and 
Summer Streets in the vicinity of the new high school playing fields. 
Standish Lane and Churchill Road, former private ways accepted by the 
Town, were reconstructed to meet the Town’s standards as public ways. 
Construction was begun on River Street, another former private way, by 
the Water and Sewer Department and the Highway Department. Cross 
Street, Swanton Street and Pond Street were resurfaced under the State- 
financed Accelerated Highway Program. 


The Park Department finished the work scheduled on landscaping 
and the placement of granite riprap around the Mill Pond. Much progress 
was made in landscaping, dredging, and filling in and around inte Aberjona 
River at Davidson Park. 


The Water and Sewer Department completed the main cleaning and 
cement lining of the East High Water System as the third stage of a 
five-year program. 

The Cemetery Department developed an additional acre in the Oak 
Avenue section for burial purposes. A new sprinkler system was installed 
by Town forces around the new War Memorial. 


Coordination of the use of manpower and equipment was increased 
in the daily operations of departments. Each department developed a 
general work program including all major activities. These programs 
were reviewed by the Council to insure maximum utilization of resources. 


The Town Government Study Committee and its consultant appeared 
before the Council on November 19, 1970 and presented recommendations 
for instituting a cooperative program for tree trimming and brush removal 
in the watershed around the reservoirs, undeveloped cemetery land, the 
Town Forest, and along the banks of waterways. A crew was made up of 
employees from the various departments, however, work was curtailed 
by an early snow storm. 


Procedures have been develoted during the past year to increase 
participation by all Public Works Council Departments during snow 
emergencies. Fortunately January, February and March were not severe, 
however, these procedures proved beneficial in snow removal activities 
during the month of December. 
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The five-year capital equipment replacement program developed in 
1969 was instituted in 1970. All heavy equipment being purchased by the 
various departments was placed out to bid at one time. Each department 
developed specifications on the equipment it was purchasing. Vendors 
were directed to bid separately on each item. More interest was generated 
through bidding eight pieces of equipment simultaneously and the Town 
received the benefit of more competition. The eight pieces of equipment 
included two trucks, each, for Highway and Park, and one truck for 
Sanitation, a snow blower for Snow and Ice, a street sweeper for Highway, 
and a mist blower for Forestry. 


A similar procedure was followed in purchasing vehicles for all Town 
Departments, including those not represented on the Public Works 
Council. A total of eleven vehicles was put out to bid at one time, includ- 
ing two station wagons for the School Department, one station wagon, 
each, for the Health, Highway, and Water and Sewer Departments, a 
sedan for the Fire Chief, also a sedan for the Police Chief plus four 
police cruisers. 

The Council considered the possibility of combined purchasing of items 
such as hardware, tools, and automotive supplies. Each department pre- 
pared a list of the ten items it purchased most. Sixteen classes of 
purchases most frequently made by Public Works Council Departments 
were developed from these departmental lists. Through the use of the 
Town’s computer, the dollar value of purchases made by all departments 
in 1969 was determined. This study revealed that the Town actually has 
combined purchasing on significant items. The Highway Department 
procures gasoline, gravel, loam, asphalt, and many other types of supplies 
and materials through competitive bidding. Vendors are required to supply 
the various types of materials at a fixed price for one year to the Highway 
Department and other Town Departments. Other departments utilize 
these contracts in their buying. These departments also solicit competitive 
bids on their major specialized items. Centralized purchasing is not feasible 
for the other classes of purchases frequently made for one or more rea- 
sons. There is too much diversity within the class, insufficient volume, 
or vital service cannot be insured. 


The entire nation faces a serious refuse disposal problem. Winchester 
is fortunate to have its own incinerator, however, we also have problems 
in this area. The Council concerned itself with locating additional dis- 
posal areas for the incinerator residue, as the disposal area in the vicinity 
of the incinerator is reaching capacity. In an effort to reduce the amount 
of material brought to the incinerator, the Cemetery Commissioners al- 
lowed residents to bring grass clippings, leaves, and brush to an undeveloped 
section of the Cemetery. Although this operation was conducted under 
supervision, other types of refuse were dumped at the Cemetery. It 
became necessary to restrict this disposal area to gardeners licensed by 
the Highway Department and to Town Departments. 


The problem of disposing of tree stumps and large tree trunks was 
also considered by the Council. The existing disposal areas for this ma- 
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terial is rapidly being filled up by the Forestry Department and private 
contractors engaged by the Department. There appear to be no simple 
solutions to the refuse disposal problem. This is a major concern of 
the Council and of the other Town Officials.

Report of the Civil Defense 
REPORT OF THE COMMUNICATIONS DEPARTMENT 


The Winchester Civil Defense Races Radio Network was active 
throughout 1970 holding weekly radio drills on 145.20 MHz. These tests 
of our two way radio equipment accomplish two purposes; to prove 
reliability of our equipment and to improve communication technique and 
procedures, In addition monthly tests are held on 50.60 MHz. in which 
all of the towns and cities in our C.D. Sector participate for the same 
reasons as above. Radio Cars were supplied as usual this year to control 
the unit spacing of the Memorial Day Parade. 


The communications group consists of twenty-six male and female 
members capable of operating our radio equipment, including the Control 
Center located in the basement of the Police Station where emergency 
power is available. Much of our equipment is ten to twenty years old 
and is in the twilight years as far as serviceability and dependibility are 
concerned. All repairs necessary to keep this equipment in operation 
have been accomplished by the group themselves, and in view of the 
age of some of these radios this represents a good many man hours of 
precise technical labor. 


We have added five new members to the section this year.

REPORT OF THE AUXILIARY FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Auxiliary Fire Department consists of two lieutenants and seven- 
teen firefighters which is an increase of one man over last year. We 
will continue to try to recruit additional members in the coming year 
in order to bring the Department strength up to approximately twenty-five 
men. ~ | : 
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The Department is quartered in a two-bay station at 16 Alben Street 
and maintains two pieces of apparatus. Engine No. 6 is a 500 gallon-per- 
minute, four-wheel drive, pumper which was purchased in 1967. A new 
pump was installed on the truck this year replacing an old World War II 
unit which was both unreliable and unsafe to operate. This vehicle is 
in good condition and should provide many years of reliable service. 


Lighting No. 1 incorporates an 18,000 watt generator with associated 
lights and cables plus a public address system. This truck, a 1955 model, 
has been requiring a tremendous amount of maintenance in order to 
keep it running and, not only is the body rusting out in many areas but, 
the engine needs to be either completely overhauled or replaced. Conse- 
quently, it is quite evident that this vehicle is not going to be usable 
for very much longer and it will have to be replaced in 1972. There is, 
at this point, a serious question as to whether or not the lighting unit can 
be kept running for another year but we will attempt to keep it in 
service for as long as possible. 


The Auxiliary Fire Department established for the first time, a joint 
training program with the Woburn Auxiliary Department. This program 
covered very basic material for the benefit of the newer men and advanced 
on up to more sophisticated concepts covering a variety of subjects. It 
was highly successful and we hope to be able to continue these joint drill 
sessions with Woburn, and perhaps other departments, in the coming year 
and, at the same time, go on to other more advanced material. 


The subjects covered this year, combining both theory and practical 
experience, were as follows: 


a) Indoctrination for new men (Rules, regulations, procedures, etc.) 
b) Use of Equipment 

c) Hose Evolutions and Procedures 

d) Breathing Apparatus and Smokehouse Work 

e) Search and Rescue Operations 

f) Ladder Work — Rescue over Ladders 

g) Basic Hydraulics 


During 1970, the apparatus responded to 16 still alarms, 20 box 
alarms, 1 working fire, 2 second alarms, 1 third alarm, and 26 special 
details. (A partial list of the special details is included at the end of 
the report.) The apparatus also responded to six mutual aid calls out 
of town including one to Arlington, one to Medford, one to Waltham, 
and three to Woburn. While making these responses, the apparatus trav- 
eled 765 miles, used 14,650 feet of various types of hose, and accrued 271 
engine hours. 


The Auxiliary personnel have given approximately 6,350 man-hours 
of stand-by duty at the station which includes maintenance to the appar- 
atus and building. In addition, the men responded to 134 box alarms 
resulting in 904 man-hours of firefighting duty.

Report of the Board of Health 


The Board of Health hereby submits its annual report for the year 1970. 
General 


The Board of Health continues in its activities and programs in 
matters including, but not limited to, housing, insect and rodent control, 
mosquito control, pigeon control, periodic inspection of retail food stores, 
bathing and recreational areas, day care agencies, camps and swimming 
pools, solid wastes management, issuance of licenses and permits, and 
enforcement of all State and local health regulations. 


In addition, the Board is actively involved with programs of air, 
land and water pollution matters and other environmental problems and 
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programs. Recently adopted State regulations relative to the control of 
air pollution have already caused problems and concern at the town 
disposal area and with the residents. Compliance with these regulations 
and enforcement by the Board will require the sincere effort of all con- 
cerned town officials and citizens. 


In an attempt to permit certain areas of the Town to be used for 
controlled disposal of leaves, the Cemetery Commission assisted the Board 
of Health and the Board of Selectmen by permitting the temporary use 
of filling parts of Town-owned land. This program was satisfactory in 
part but had to be terminated when the sites were completed and proper 
supervision could not be maintained. The Board of Health has been, 
and will continue to work with various committees and boards relative 
to the solid waste problem and recommends and supports a full-fledged 
study of the solid waste management problem. 


Two new programs added to the Board of Health activities this year 
were Town-wide immunization clinics for Rubella (German Measles) and 
Mumps. Several other clinics held during the year included routine well- 
baby clinics, annual mobile chest x-ray, annual rabies clinic, and tubercu- 
lin Tine testing. 


The Board continues to maintain the biological station at the Board 
of Health Office for use by Town physicians and clinics.

Board of Health 
Concern has initiated the following projects during the past year. 
1. Prepared, had printed, and mailed to every home in Winchester 
the booklet “It Is Time For Concern.” (More than 175 other communities 
have requested this booklet since its publication.) 


2. The student members of Concern established the telephone “HELP” 
line, 729-4991, under the leadership of Philip Sampson. This was ac- 
complished following a lengthy training period for all involved. The 
quarters were generously offered by the Winchester Hospital. The furnish- 
ings were donated by the hospital, as well as many interested towns- 
people. The telephone is open very evening. 

3. Concern members have offered their services as lecturers for the 
Adult Education Course on drugs, as consultants in the formulation of 
the new drug information courses introduced to Grades 5 through 12, 
and as speakers or panel members throughout this Town, and on many 
occasions outside of Winchester. 

4. Concern has been used in a consulting capacity by approximately 
twenty other communities. — 

5. The Student to Student drug instruction series, run by the student 
members of Concern, has expanded and is utilized to complement the 
formal drug instruction program developed by the School Department. 
- 6. Concern contributed to and supported the successful retreats 
directed by the Rev. Richard Diehl and the Rev. Paul Fahey. 

The monthly meetings have been well attended and considerable 
progress has been realized. We feel that the prognosis of drug control 
has taken an optimistic turn during 1970. Credit for this encouraging 
change should go to our student members who have given so willingly 
of their time and energies to bring instruction of drug dangers to their 
peer groups and to the younger children also. 

We want to express our appreciation to the many individuals and 
organizations of Winchester who have been so generous with their 
financial aid and services in time. We also thank the Board of Health 
for its protective arm as it has sponsored Concern since its inception.

Report of the Cemetery Commissioners 


This has been another busy year at your Cemetery. A family lot 
section was developed on Hillside Avenue, finished and opened to the 
public for sale. A new, double deep, flat marker section has been 
developed and opened for sale. Throughout the Cemetery 53 lots have 
been sold for $26,045.00 of which $20,295.00 was received for the Permanent 
Care Fund and turned over to the Commissioners of Trust Funds to 
make a balance of $412,620.00 now in their care. The interest from this 
Fund, which amounted to $14,837.14 this year, is paid to the Town as 
a credit against our 1971 Budget. 


The new Veterans’ Memorial to all Veterans of all wars was erected 
and dedicated on Memorial Day. This monument is located on the triangle 
at the entrance of the Cemetery. A new flag pole was erected at one side 
and displays a flag received through the efforts of Congressman Morse 
from the National Government, a flag which has flown over the Capitol 
in Washington. This area has had an underground sprinkler system in- 
stalled and will be further improved from funds being paid into a New 
Beautification Fund by interested citizens who would like to see Our 
Cemetery refurbished. 


The Cemetery department, like the Water & Sewer department, re- 
ceives money for services and sales. The following funds have been 
received and paid to the Town Treasurer for credit against our 1971

Report of the Northeast Regional . 
Vocational School District 


To The Honorable Officers and Citizens of Winchester: 

This report is submitted for your information relative to the Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational School District, in which Winchester 
is a participating member community. 
Opening 

The Regional School opened its doors to students from the twelve 
participating communities on 9 September 1970. The distribution of appli- 
cations among potential students by the Guidance Department of the 


Winchester Schools in March and April was followed by registration during 
the summer months. 


Enrollment 


Based on quotas established by the Regional School, Winchester was 
allotted twenty-one seats in grade 9 and nineteen seats in grade 10. 
In addition:a few students were accepted into grade 11 for a two-year 
Vocational program. In February 1971, the Regional School will enroll 
another one hundred and fifty students for grade 11. The total student 
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enrollment was eight hundred and fifty on 1 December 1970. In September 
1971 the total capacity of the school will be reached with a full enrollment 
in grades 13: and 14. It should be noted here that at the opening of 
school there were more than 200 applications over the available seats. 
To this end, the Regional School Committee has erie begun a 
study for expansion. 


Cost to Winchester 
The District School Committee voted the sum of $1,092,597.15 for the 
1970 annual budget. | 


Winchester’s proportionate responsibility of this budgetary require- 
ment amounted to $76,263.28, which is 6.98% of the amount appropriated in 
accordance with the original agreement, and to which Winchester is a 
signatory. The town’s assessment was billed in four payments in the 
amount of $19,065.82 each, payable on the first of April, June, September 
and December. The projected budget for 1971 will of necessity be larger 
due to the first full calendar year of ede the addition of personnel 
and equipment. 


Reimbursement 

Because Winchester is a participant in the evenel School District, 
the town is entitled to an additional reimbursement from the state under 
provisions of G.L., Chapter 779. This money is based on 15% of the 
G.L., Chapter 70 school reimbursement due the town for the year. Note 
also that 50% of the operation budget and 100% of the transportation 
item will be refunded to the School District from state sources, thus 
reducing subsequent budget requests to the member communities. The 
15% mentioned above amounted to $68,280.30, thus reducing the original 
assessment to Winchester of $76,263.28 by $7,982.98. 


‘Since reimbursement monies cannot be realistically expected until 
very close to the end of December of the year filed, and since Northeast 
will be eligible to file for the first time as of June 1971, anticipated 
reimbursements for the school year 1970-71 will be accounted for in 
the 1972 budget. 


Adult Education 

An interesting phase of a Vocational School is the offering of evening 
programs. The Regional School currently offers twenty-two different 
choices, including seven apprenticeship sessions and the total current 
enrollment for adult education is over eight hundred. Special courses in 
data processing and key punch operation are held on Saturday mornings. 


Summer Programs 

The Regional Committee is currently making plans for the full time 
operation of the school facilities so that the twelve participating com- 
munities will have a complete and comprehensive educational program.

Rainfall, in the year 1970, to December 14th, amounted to 35.93 inches 
which was somewhat less than last year. However, as the amount of 
water in storage at the end of 1969 was high and there was a drop in 
total water consumption, it was only necessary to draw 100.4 million 
gallons of water from Spot Pond to bring the total number of gallons 
drawn from the M.D.C. system up to the one-third of our total con- 
sumption which our contract with the M.D.C. requires us to purchase. 
The following table compares four years:

The program of cleaning and cement lining of water mains was con- 
tinued in 1970 with 6,812 linear feet completed in Highland Avenue from 
Euclid Avenue to Prospect Street. 


New water mains were installed in Skillings Road, Old High Street, 
Winter and Summer Street Loop, Viking Road, Old Village Drive. 

This year 4,805 feet of mains were added to the water system plus 
29 gates, 11 hydrants and 40 water services. 


At the year end the water system included a total of 513,368 feet of 
mains and 5,918 individual services. 


Three residential developments with their related water and sewer 
systems were under construction during 1970. This resulted in the addi- 
tion of 3,425 feet of water mains and 17 gates which are reflected in the 
above totals. 
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The installation of 4,554 feet of sewer mains in Locke Street, Old 
High Street, Churchill Road, Winter Street, Old Village Drive to Windsong 
Lane Easement, Windsong Lane and Viking Road bring the total length 
of mains in the sewer system up to 415,457 feet. 42 sewer services were 
installed making a total of 5,648 services. 


The Department completed 1,297 miscellaneous orders during the year 
in connection with its primary function, the maintenance of the water 
and sewer systems. 


The increase in water rates voted at the 1970 Town Meeting went 
into effect with the issuing of all water bills since September 15th. Income 
from water rates committed to the Collector in 1970 will be about $325,000. 
Due to increasing consumption additional revenues are anticipated in 
future years. 


The cooperation of other Departments is appreciated and we are 
pleased to cooperate with them.

Report of the School Committee 


This year we added a new elementary school to the system and watched 
the concrete and brick structure on Shore Road as it slowly began to look 
like a high school. We welcomed new teachers, added a class for emo- 
tionally disturbed children and continued the work of the Curriculum 
Councils. 


Most gratifying to notice is that there has been real growth in the 
interest that citizens and students have shown in the schools. Most obvious 
is the increased attendance at School Committee meetings. Representatives 
of the League of Women Voters and the Community School Association of 
Winchester have attended for several years, but this year each parent 
association is represented. Members are joined by other citizens, members 
of the Winchester Education Association and, frequently, students. 


The School Committee has encouraged this trend by meeting in the 
various schools, welcoming and answering questions from the audience, 
announcing the agenda in the newspaper, and attempting to provide the 
background material necessary to understand the discussion. We have also 
taken advantage of this interest by using the talents of townspeople and 
students on advisory committees and in numerous other tasks. We believe 
the schools are better for this involvement. 

Advisory committees continue to function in special areas of learning 
disabilities, the publication FOOTNOTES, and the Rome program. In addi- 
tion, the Winchester Advisory Council on Education has found many citi- 
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zens with special knowledge willing to work with students. A new com- 
mittee, with members representing town boards and organizations, has 
been appointed to investigate the possibility of an extended school year. 

The School Committee is grateful for the cooperation we have received 
from the Winchester Trails group which has prepared a guide to Long 
Pond and organized field trips similar to those at Smith Pond. We are 
indebted to CONCERN for planning and running a drug ee which 
has been praised and copied throughout the state. 


The elementary school libraries could not function without the many 
hard-working parents who give their time regularly to keep them going. 


Personnel Changes 

Three new principals have been appointed this year: Robert G. Forest 
at the High Street School, Andrew A. Allan who replaces the late Albert F. 
Sutula at Parkhurst, and Vincent E. Larocco at the Senior High School. 
Mr. Larocco succeeds Dr. W. Howard Niblock who was appointed Director 
of Pupil Services. The Committee was aided in its selection of Mr. Larocco, 
who has been an assistant principal of the high school, by an advisory 
committee of citizens, students, Lae and administrators. 


Buildings 

Space problems continue to plague us. The addition of three portable 
classrooms to the high school and the continuation of a staggered schedule 
has made it possible to accommodate 1163 students in the school, but the 
school is crowded and will be more crowded next year. We look forward 
to the opening of the new school now rising fast on Shore Road Field. 


The junior high school enrollments have also increased, but we have 
gained some space. Since opening the High Street School we are using 
the four rooms on the lower floor (formerly Wyman Annex) for junior 
high school students. McManus house next to McCall Junior High School 
is being used for art classes. In order to balance enrollments, 25 seventh 
graders from the McCall district were transferred to Lynch. 


The elementary schools are not as crowded as had been forecast. As 
a result of an unexpected decrease in the rate at which enrollments are 
growing, and because we have added a new school, total elementary class- 
room space throughout the town is adequate. There were, however, several 
schools that were crowded and it was necessary to move one classroom of 
children from each of three schools—Lincoln, Mystic, and Noonan—to 
Muraco. 

The opening of the renovated High Street School (Marycliff) was 
entirely successful after much planning and work by its principal, Mr. 
Forest, and a very active Parents’ Association under its president, Mr. 
Joseph Vitka. It serves a district that was part of the Wyman district 
with a few streets from the Parkhurst area. 


At the Muraco School the finishing of Bates Road, as voted by the 
Town Meeting in March, has made access to the school safer and easier. 
Future growth in elementary ‘enrollments can be provided for ‘by 
finishing the lower floor of the High Street School and renovation and 
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expansion of other buildings planned by the Elementary School Building 
Committee. The School Committee has approved educational specifications 
for the guidance of that committee in the renovation of the Mystic School. 
Programs 

This year we tried a plan for staggered opening of kindergartens in 
which a third of the class was added each day for the first three days of 
school. The hope was for a smoother introduction to school. 


A new program in drug education has been added in the fifth, sixth 
and seventh grades which deals with both the effects of chemicals on 
the human body and with an attempt to understand the reasons for 
human behavior. 


In the high school a pilot program in work-experience has proved of 
benefit to the students involved. 

One of the most interesting and carefully developed programs of the 
year has been the Open Campus plan at the high school. For those stu- 
dents whose parents approve and who have shown by meeting their class 
obligations that they can handle the responsibility, the Open Campus 
plan means freedom of movement.in or out of the building when not 
scheduled for a class. The plan has made possible the offering of a large 
number of mini-courses as well as opportunities for students to tutor in 
other schools, work on independent study programs and give time during 
the day to community projects. The planning that led to the success of 
the project is one example of the effective cooperation between the student- 
teacher advisory committee, the Evaluation and Development Committee, 
parents, and the school administration. 

Committee Activities 

The School Committee has continued to review policies and future 
plans of the system. We met throughout the 12 months of the year 
and individual members have served as members of CONCERN, of the 
Elementary School Building and Secondary School Subcommittees and 
attended meetings of the Winchester Advisory Council on Education, 
Community School Association of Winchester, and the Winchester Visiting 
Nursing Association. They have also served on negotiating teams, al- 
_ though two and three-year contracts negotiated last year have reduced 
the number of issues to be discussed:and somewhat reduced the number 
of meetings. 


We are grateful for the dedication of all members of the School 
Department and for the cooperation we have received from the Town 
Boards and Committees and from the many interested citizens who have 
shown both interest and willingness to help give our children the best 
education we can.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


In education, as in business, the 1960’s were years of exploration 
and expansion. New ways of solving persistent problems were explored 
with a sense that men by organizing their resources and intelligence 
could overcome these problems. 


The 1970’s clearly have begun as a period of consolidation — a period 
of “tight money,’ a period when the challenge is to use with increasing 
effectiveness already available resources. 


Another prevailing theme of the early 1970’s has been a growing lack 
of faith in man’s ability to solve persistent problems—a cynicism con- 
trasting dramatically with the optimism of the ’60’s. It is most important 
that the people of Winchester and the personnel of the School Department 
do not become affected by this sense of helplessness, because we are 
surrounded by new knowledge and new opportunities to put into operation 
many of the educational ideas generated in the 1960’s. To not put them 
to work would be a disservice to a whole decade of children needing badly 
the application of these ideas. It is my hope, despite the financial 
urgencies of the times, that the Winchester schools in the past year 
have demonstrated that constructive progress can be made. The following 
achievements are the result of some of the creative efforts of the staff, 
administration and students aimed at improving the quality of education 
available to the children in the schools. 


Campus Plan: 


We are proud of the fact that we and two other communities have 
played a leadership role in the state in making more effective use of 
student free time at the high school level — as well as making the high 
school a more humane institution of learning. The high school staff has 
worked very creatively with the students in channeling some of the interest 
and idealism that exists in the student body towards constructive ends. 
Student participation in mini courses, their efforts to help others in the 
junior high and elementary schools as well as their work in hospitals 
and other institutions were all a source of pride to all concerned. 


When we reviewed school attendance and grades over a five-year 
period there was no drop in student grade performance and there was an 
actual improvement in student attendance under the campus plan of 
the past year. As in trying to do anything to improve education or to 
improve anything, we explored some new territory and I am proud of 
the results as well as the efforts of those involved in making the program 
work. 


Marycliff : 


Another important step was the purchase and redesign of the Marycliff 
Academy as an open area school through the cooperative efforts of the 
school staff and the Elementary School Building Committee. The efforts

of the ESBC, including Lawrence E. Beckley, chairman at that time, 
moved this planning along and developed a fine overall long-range ele- 
mentary building plan. 


The hard work of the building principal, Robert Forest, his staff, and 
parents’ group to get this school opened properly was greatly appreciated 
by the parents of the district. It goes without saying that the Muraco 
School’s pioneer efforts in open space programs were of immeasurable 
help and contributed to the success of the opening of this new school. 


The elementary building plan will result in a step-by-step moderniza- 
tion of all of our elementary schools built in the 1920’s and 1930’s, and 
would accommodate future growth. It provides a framework for the 
gradual acquisition of land around each elementary school. In summation, 
it was badly needed and is a job well done. 


CONTINUED EFFORTS TO IMPROVE USE OF WHAT WE HAVE 
Planning: 

This year all curriculum plans to the five-year plan were updated and 
made available to the staff by the directors and coordinators. In addition, 
a committee of teachers and administrators is in the process of revamping 
the school system’s overall five-year plan for submission to the School 
Committee. Financial pressures and the pressures of change and the pri- 
ority decisions that must be made make it most important that this type 
of effective long-range planning be initiated and updated regularly, 


Management Study: 


We are in the process of studying modifications in the schools’ 
organizational structure so that we can utilize more effectively the co- 
operative efforts of assistant superintendents, principals, directors, and 
teachers. As part of the work of this study committee we have visited 
the school systems of Arlington, Lexington, Brookline, Concord and Fra- 
mingham to determine how they are approaching parallel problems. 


Budget: 

In order to provide plenty of time for budget revision, the bulk of 
this year’s budget was developed six weeks ahead of last year’s schedule 
and a specific plan to begin a programmed budget on a parallel basis in 
1971 is being refined. Financial pressures due to the overburdened real 
estate tax constitute our biggest problem. We are constantly faced with 
providing the proper materials and other support for classroom teachers. 
We must be on guard against being “penny wise and pound foolish.” 
Eighty per cent of our budget is invested in the salaries of people and 
they should be given the necessary paper, pencils and books to get the 
maximum use of this investment. 


Staffing Studies: 
We began in the fall of 1970 to take a close look at better ways of 
using our professional staff to make better use of their training and 
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abilities. A committee studying “differential staffing’ should be making 
a report to the administration and School Committee in the early spring. 


Accountability: 

Superintendents will readily admit that the effectiveness of the school 
system is one of the most difficult things to measure, but most of us are 
in agreement that we need to determine more effectively what we are 
trying to accomplish and at least get some idea of how we can measure it. 
Accordingly, we are making an attempt in the school system through a 
“Yardstick Committee” to pull together all of the ways we use to take 
a look at educational output. For example, we had an informal get- 
together with college freshmen this Christmas vacation and asked 
them to tell us how effectively we had prepared them for their college 
experience; elementary achievement test results were discussed with all 
principals, and we hope to pull together some new and old measures 
in our study. 


Libraries: 

This year we took a step forward by appointing Mrs. Betsy Sheeran 
as our library coordinator K-12. Mrs. Sheeran will use her energies in 
the development of a sequential library program, a definition of library 
use at the secondary level through the use of a variety of materials 
(film strips, films, records, etc.), and increased use of library resources 
during student optional time. 


Pupil Services Director: 

The appointment of W. Howard Niblock as Pupil Services Director 
has permitted redesign of a job already in existence. Through Mr. 
Niblock’s leadership we hope to pull together more effectively all of the 
special services that we have to assist students in becoming more effective 
learners and productive individuals. The addition of two elementary 
counselors should make it possible for us to concentrate our efforts on 
providing truly effective counseling services at the elementary level. The. 
application of a “team approach” should put us on top of learning. 
problems early in a child’s school career before these problems become 
deep-seated and more difficult to attack. 


" EDUCATIONAL PROGRAMS 
Cuisenaire rods: | 
Through an inservice program and the development of a handbook 
during a summer workshop we are gradually expanding the use of 
Cuisenaire rods in mathematics instruction in all of our elementary schools. 


Low Achiever Program: 


We refined and improved | our junior ‘high program for low achievers 
this year. 


Structural Grammar: 
We continue to replace our elementary traditional approach to gram- 
mar usage with..a modernized set of materials for use by classroom 
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teachers and provided an inservice program to prepare teachers to use 
these new materials. 


Social Studies: 
Our Social Studies Department has improved its use of kits in the 


schools throughout the system and has spent considerable time on refining 
a new seventh grade social studies program. 


Science: 
Our system of refurbishing and distributing kits was considerably 


improved and a new program in narcotics education was begun in the 
fifth, sixth and seventh grade. 


Mathematics: 

Efforts were made to continue to improve the individualization of 
mathematics instruction in the elementary schools by providing more 
assistance for teachers in their use of new materials in the classroom. 


Kindergarten Program: 

Individual principals and teachers, stimulated by principals Dr. Clare 
Corcoran and Miss Paula Caffrey, increased the richness of their kinder- 
garten programs by including beginning reading experience for some 
students. A staggered entrance program was begun this fall to make the 
first days less traumatic for students. 


Art: 

Considerable steps have been made to increase the scope of the art 
program by newly appointed director Thomas Tracy and his staff. We 
are especially interested in the introduction of three dimensional art 
experiences at the junior high level. Students again participated in the 
townwide art exhibit. The use of McManus house as an art center for 


the senior high and junior high increased the art space available for 
students. 


Under the sponsorship of the Winchester Art Association we hope 
to begin a program in art for interested and gifted elementary students 
on an afternoon basis. We still need to provide more art supplies for 
our teachers. We need to increase art course opportunities and make 
art available for more students at the secondary level. We will devote 
full attention to this objective when we acquire the needed space in our _ 
new high school building. 


Data Processing: 

The addition of Mr. Demsey to the high school staff has made it pos- 
sible for us to get expert assistance in teaching about data processing. 
Mr. Demsey has begun to involve students in observation of data processing 
equipment operation in the Town Hall which will result in their use 
of some of this equipment. 


Music: 
We have begun to implement the recommendations of the Music 
Consultants’ Report. Mr. Withington has begun to utilize paraprofessional 
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music instructors for individual students at the junior high schools. These 
lessons are paid for by the students. In the past, many students have lost 
interest at this level because the schools do not provide individual lessons 
and private lessons are difficult to arrange. We hope now to see a growing 
student interest in continuing instrumental training and involvement. Parent 
groups are involving students in the “Adventure in Music” program which 
has supported the overall efforts of the school staff to stimulate student 
interest in music. Our next problem will be to introduce paraprofessionals 
at the elementary level to provide more available individual instruction. 
Each one of the recommendations of the consultants is being carefully 
followed up by Mr. Withington who continues, along with Miss Jeanne 
Loudon, to strengthen and expand our utilization of the Orff-Kodaly 
method in the elementary schools. 


Rome Program: 


This year the Rome School arranged an Aegean tour for our students 
and their comments on the experience were laudatory. Mr. George Snyder, 
social studies teacher on sabbatical, returned from Rome with units for 
instruction at the fourth grade level. Mr. William Colella was also on 
sabbatical this fall and returned with an urban study of the Rome area 
which he will use with his senior classes studying problems of urban 
areas in the United States. Mr. Colella’s study in Rome was largely 
possible because the Rome School made his children part of its classes 
for the period while he was there. The school also assisted in finding 
information and materials for his urban studies unit. This spring we will 
begin an exchange of department heads with the Rome School. We have 
already had visits from their directors of social studies and English and 
our counterpart department heads will visit for two weeks, at government 
expense, exchanging ideas with the staff in Italy. After two years in 
Rome, Miss Sue Ann Gitner will return to rejoin our elementary staff. 
Plans were begun for the implementation of a program for 18 Westfield 
State College student teachers who will practice teach first in Winchester 
and then in Rome. We appreciate the cooperation of local residents who 
helped Assistant Superintendent Henry Perry in arranging for housing for 
these students. 


New Elementary Teachers: 


This fall we piloted a new inservice program aimed at developing a 
better understanding by new teachers of our educational objectives and 
methods. With a 15 to 20% turnover each year we feel it is essential to 
develop an intensive program along these lines and utilize it each year 
for orientation purposes. 


Emotionally Disturbed Class: 


With the cooperation of our special education program staff the first 
class for emotionally disturbed children was established in Winchester 
this fall. 
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SCHOOL-UNIVERSITY RELATIONS 
Winchester and Tufts: 


Winchester expanded and improved its program with Tufts University. 
As a clinical professor at Tufts and a Winchester teacher, Mr. George 
Greer taught 40 students who worked with individual pupils at the Vinson- 
Owen School and utilized the materials and methods they developed in 
Mr. Greer’s class at the Vinson-Owen School. As a result, Winchester 
benefitted from the materials developed and the increased instruction that 
the children received. 


Boston . University and Parkhurst School: 


A close school-to-school relationship was established between Parkhurst 
School and Boston University with 33 students with AB degrees but little 
educational experience or training. Students progressed through the roles 
of aides, material developers and finally practice teachers at the Parkhurst 
School and other schools. 


Lesley College and Winchester: 


The laboratory program with Lesley College was repeated again last 
summer benefiting over 185 Winchester children at a minimal cost to the 
community. 


PARENT INVOLVEMENT & PUBLIC INFORMATION 


I have always felt that the schools have a responsibility to understand 
the concerns of parents and also to tap into whatever human resources 
we have in the community. 


Winchester Trails: 


This program was expanded during the summer to include Long Pond 
and the group wrote impressive guides to Long Pond. Our next need is 
to integrate this program into our regular science education sequence. 


WACE: 


A large number of parents volunteered to come into our classrooms 
and to act as resources and speakers to groups of students at various 
levels in areas of experience and expertise. We are working assiduously 
to make the process of calling upon these people as simple as possible 
for all concerned and to put this file to work. 


CONCERN: 


. CONCERN has been most helpful in supporting our efforts to include 
drug education in the regular school program as well as to train students 
to participate as instructors in this program. Special recognition should 
be accorded Dr. Donald McLean and student Philip Sampson for their 
efforts. 


Community Schoo] Association of Winchester: 

The administration has tried to be responsive to the questions of 
the Community School Association and we welcome the attendance of 
representatives from each school at School Committee meetings. Every 
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elementary school in the system currently has a newsletter and most of 
these are the result of the cooperative efforts of parent groups and the 
school principals. 


Elementary School Meetings: 

Almost all of our School Committee meetings were held in various 
elementary schools in order to make the School Committee and admini- 
stration as accessible as possible to the parents in the various districts. 
A tour, coffee and question period were a part of each meeting. 


Publications: 

Parents assisted in the compilation of the various regulations in‘ the 
elementary schools and their reduction to a single simple handbook for 
all schools. A small brochure was developed for distribution at School 
Committee meetings which provided information on enrollments, costs and 
curriculum. This brochure was made available to area realtors so that 
they could provide it to people interested in purchasing homes in Win- 
chester. Our handbook for new teachers, Winchester Welcomes You re- 
ceived honorable mention in the School Management contest. 


Work Experience: 

This year we began a simple work-experience program through the 
cooperative efforts of the high school guidance staff and interested 
teachers. Cooperation of local merchants was essential in planning the 
placement of the pilot group of students in the program which we hope 
to expand in the future. 


OTHER MATTERS 
Central Office Relocation: : 

Relocation of the Central Office to Sanborn House made it possible 
for more effective operation of the Central Office function and put 
together, after a long separation, the curriculum specialists and those 
involved in the business and personnel functions. 

A central location for curriculum materials and curriculum production 
facilities has been developed on the second floor of the Carriage House. 
This should increase the efficiency of our curriculum development and the 
distribution of curriculum materials benefiting all of the schools in: rune 
system. 


CONCLUSION 


The appointment of a new principal of the senior high school, Mr. 
Vincent Larocco, when coupled with the accelerated completion of our 
new high school, opens, we hope, a new era for secondary education in 
Winchester. As I said at one time in speaking to a citizens’ group, the 
quality of high school education casts an umbrella over a community. 
It is often the first thing discussed when someone asks, “How good. are 
the schools?” A great opportunity exists here to move our school system 
ahead. | 

A great opportunity also exists to take some dramatic steps forward 
to improve junior high education with increased space for the McCall 
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student body at the vacated senior high school building. At the elementary 
level, our efforts over the next few years should be centered on consoli- 
dating the advances made in program development, in early identification 
of learning problems, and in bringing to bear the cooperative efforts of 
classroom teacher and specialist. Increasing individualization of instruc- 
tion should be the main part of our efforts so that we develop the most 
appropriate program for every child. 


After having been in education for 18 years I am still sometimes 
challenged by the question, “What are the characteristics of a good school 
system?” I suppose I would give as a primary response that the com- 
munity that has good schools has to be dissatisfied with them a bit and 
so must the educational staff be dissatisfied. Secondly, the staff must be 
willing to put in the extra time and effort and the community must 
provide the support for those willing to try to find a better way to 
overcome the recognized area of weakness. In order to make progress 
some risks must be taken. However, no professional staff will continue 
to put out the extra effort necessary if they do not feel that they have 
such community support. James Bryant Conant was fond of saying: 


“The turtle seldom makes progress unless he sticks his neck out.” 


Good school systems take the necessary risks to make education better 
and are characterized by a regular dissatisfaction with what is being 
done for children.

Report of the Library Trustees 


The Library functioned quite efficiently and with a minimum of 
problems during 1970. Among the positive developments during the year 
was an increase on a year to year. basis in the circulation of materials 
in the adult library. This is particularly satisfying in the light of de- 
creases in circulation which have been reported on a national - pasis. 
Activity also continued at a high level in the Junior Library under the 
outstanding leadership of Mrs. Comfort, whom we are most fortunate to 
have in charge of this very important part of the Library. The Trustees 
are grateful for the dedicated service by all members of the staff which 
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has made our library operate so well during the year and, indeed, which 
makes our library one of the better town libraries in Massachusetts. 


We have devoted our attention during the year to various ways in 
which increased use may be made of the Library facilities in its service to 
the citizens of the Town. Among other things, we re-examined the use 
to which cur meeting room is put and developed and published a state- 
ment of policy governing its use. This was done in part in an effort 
to increase public awareness of the availability of the room for meetings 
open to the public, and we are pleased that there seems to be an in- 
creased use of the room by a variety of groups for public meetings. 


During National Library Week we mailed to each household a brief 
newsletter to acquaint the Town with some of our services. We solicited 
comments and questions in the newsletter and the response was sufficiently 
encouraging so that we plan to send a Similar letter again next year. 


During the year we were the recipient of a gift of an underground 
watering system for the newly landscaped area which was formerly the 
site of the Cutting House. We are most grateful for the generous gift 
as well as the landscaping of the area by the Winchester Garden Club. 
We are very pleased with the improvement in the appearance of the 
Library grounds which has resulted from the removal of the Cutting House 
and the landscaping of the area. 


We were also pleased this year to receive the gift of a memorial 
flowering tree. 


‘As authorized by the 1970 Town Meeting, we have installed air con- 
ditioning units in the Junior Library. Unfortunately we were not able 
to:complete the work in time for the warm weather in 1970, but we antici- 
pate a substantial improvement next summer in the very high tempera- 
tures which have existed in the children’s room in recent years. At the 
same time we made a, survey of the entire library regarding the feasibility 
of air conditioning other portions and have a report setting forth a plan 
which permits the gradual conversion of the Library to air conditioning 
over the next few years. With the air conditioning of the Town Hall, the 
Library is the only Town facility open to the public on a year round 
basis which is not air conditioned, and we hope to correct this situation, 
although at the request of the Finance Committee we will defer action 
in 1971, 


We regret to report that there has been a notable increase in vandal- 
ism at the Library. Exterior light fixtures have been removed or damaged, 
windows have been broken, the Library has been entered on various occa- 
sions, and there have been thefts of some Library equipment. We have 
installed exterior lights to try to reduce the vandalism during the after 
dark hours. We regard the situation as potentially serious and certainly 
a drain on the Library’s budget. 
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Mr. Phillip Parsons chose not to stand for reelection as a Trustee in 
1970 after two terms of valuable service, for which we are most grateful 
and appreciative. His successor is Mr. James W. Blackham.

Librarian’s Report 


What is a public library all about? To the casual borrower our chief 
business is checking out and in books, magazines, and a steadily growing 
stock of audio-visual materials. The patron in search of information has 
discovered that our reference services are comprehensive and available. 
Parents with children know that we have specialists on hand to help 
them. And somewhere, if one takes time to wonder, there must be people 
doing something to assure that new books keep coming in and the 
necessary paperwork is carried on so that there is a catalog which lists 
the holdings and they are stored on shelves in a manner that makes 
locating them possible. Behind this visible functioning, however, if the 
library is a contributing part of the community, there must be a philosophy 
which emphasizes service, and the whole institution is wasted if it is not 
used. This year our attempt has been to make the community aware 
of what the library can and does do and to provide ways for the com- 
munity to interact with the staff to the mutual benefit of all. 


We have endeavored to accomplish this purpose in several ways. As 
is mentioned in the Trustees’ report, a brochure was mailed to each house- 
hold in town. This was intended as an informational device so there 
was a list of the services provided as well as a listing of open hours 
and holidays we would be closed, and a sampling of bits of information 
about the library. We asked recipients to return the list of services indi- 
cating those used. Space for comments was provided. The fact that five 
per cent (a good figure for direct mail returns) bothered to return 
these proved that they had been read; verbal comments by many others 
were indicative of the value of such a device. A summary of suggestions 
and comments was prepared for the Trustees. In those cases in which 
suggestions have been implemented, we have written letters to individuals. 
The number of people who commented “I never knew about half of these 
things” proved this was a valuable method of reaching those who had not 
investigated our facilities or who had not been aware that the library 
is adapting as the educational system and the needs of people change and 
the quantity and quality of audio-visual materials develop. 


In the fall we started three series of programs and called them Come- 
In Events. In the series of Second Tuesday Evening Films we tried to 
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plan programs around topics of interest to adults. The series which en- 
compassed a six-week weekly discussion group on Meeting the Emotional 
Needs of Children was a repeat and our leader, provided by the Child 
Study Association of Massachusetts, was outstanding. The series called 
Tuesday Afternoon with the Library Staff featured a different member of 
the professional staff each month. The variety of topics chosen by staff 
members has been fascinating. In the spring we had a showing of slides 
of Gardens of New England with a talk by Frank McHugh to which 
members of the local garden clubs were invited particularly, to thank them 
for the flowers they have provided for the library. 


As another means of reaching out, in September a letter was sent 
to the head of every organization in town outlining our services and 
including a questionnaire on officers, aims, qualifications for membership, 
and a copy of our Guidelines for Use of Library Facilities. The completed 
questionnaires are on file in a notebook at the Reference desk to make 
information on any organization readily available. 


We have endeavored to use the columns of the Star to alert townspeople 
to services and programs available and we thank the editor for his ready 
cooperation. We have accepted invitations to speak to groups on Reaching 
Resistant Readers and Services of the Library. During the month of June 
we had an exhibit of books by Winchester authors. The library partici- 
pated in the town Arts Festival with two special film programs as well 
as special exhibits. We know over 200 hours of library staff time has 
gone into the maintenance and circulation of the Hospital Book Service 
each year. In addition the En Ka Society has assisted with 121 hours of 
volunteer service and generous money contributions to help purchase 
books for the hospital collection. Our bi-weekly circulation of materials 
to shut-ins has been a much appreciated outreach program to those who 
have received the benefits of it. We have continued the deposit collection 
of books at the Home for the Aged, changing it quarterly. 


In our continuing efforts to work with the schools, at the suggestion 
of the school librarians, we moved the date at which young people get 
the cards which allow them full use of adult facilities to the beginning 
of the second semester of seventh grade. Through the cooperation of 
Mrs. Niblock at Lynch and Miss McTeague at McCall, our slide-tape 
Tour of the Winchester Public Library was shown to these students and 
the results have been significant. After seeing and hearing this presen- 
tation, seventh graders can use the catalog more knowledgeably than 
many of their older high school siblings. They know when and where 
to ask questions, and they have learned how a library can help with assign- 
ments and recreational pursuits. We are pleased that the open campus 
plan at high school permits young people to use the library throughout 
the day. This has allowed us more time to help students during the 
hours we have less demand on reference services. As a direct result of 
our orientation meeting with new teachers, more than 30 classes at the 
secondary level used the library under teachers’ direction during the 
school day in 1970. 
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Our emphasis on taking the library to the community was reinforced 
by activities in the Junior Library with its well-earned reputation for 
welcoming classes from the elementary schools, providing pre-school story 
hours, and traveling to the schools for story-telling and library instruction. 
Continuing to hum with activity during the summer, a different form of 
recording the summer reading program was used. The children’s area 
had one wall covered with a map of the town; as books were reported, 
balloons went up over the approximate location of the reader’s home. Craft 
classes were held for six weeks and a story hour alternated with a movie 
program each Wednesday during the summer. 


Not only was the supply of filmstrips increased and the cassettes with 
players on waiting list status, but also a picture file was added to the 
Story Hour Room and some framed pictures were purchased for loan to 
children. The scope and variety of reference questions handled by the 
Junior Department is awesome and necessitated the borrowing of over 
200 books from the adult collection. 


The established Friday and Saturday movie programs continued under 
the supervision of Mrs. Kennedy. Mrs. Smith became our representative 
to both a local group and a library group interested in ecology and environ- 
ment. Mrs. Roberts served on the Executive Board of the New England 
Library Association until October. In the fall she became chairman of 
the Nominating Committee of the Massachusetts Library Association and 
serves on that executive board. An article on the events which reinforced 
the establishment of our Materials Selection Policy, and another on a 
survey of Sunday openings in the state, written by the head librarian, 
have appeared in the Bay State Librarian and Library Journal. 


Certain special projects have been carried out through the use of 
trust funds. We were able to have Mr. George E. Connor sort through the 
many cartons of papers in the Edgar J. Rich collection and arrange them 
in pamphlet boxes by subject so they could be housed with the books 
in the Rich Room off the balcony. We installed outside lighting on the 
Side of the building toward the mill pond in an effort to reduce vandalism. 
We awarded two prizes in the Rich Essay Contest: first, to Richard 
Parrino for an essay titled “Lincoln and the Sumter Crisis,” and second, 
to Marc Levinson for “Slavery and the Coming of the Civil War.” And 
of course we purchased many fine books which we could not have afforded 
from the budget. Most of the recordings added this year were paid for 
from trust funds. A special rack to hold give-away materials was pur- 
chased from funds and is located conveniently near the Washington 
Street entrance. 


In 1970 we had the pergola repaired, painted and the vines cut back 
so that many people sat there during the summer band concerts. Our 
plan for interior painting over a period of years was continued. We ac- 
complished some expensive electrical repairs, necessitated by wiring that 
dates back to the 1930’s, and continued repairs were necessary to keep 
our heating and ventilating systems functioning. The window air con- 
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ditioning units in the Junior Library, finally installed in December, should 
provide welcome relief in the summer heat. Three new portable display 
walls have allowed us to show paintings, photographs, and art work in 
addition to the exhibits in our display case. 


The rethinking of our division of labor has been one of the chief 
aims in my three years of administration. I believe that more of our 
professional staff time is devoted now to tasks for which professionals 
are uniquely trained. The series of programs mentioned above as well 
as the weekly book reviews in the Star and the volume of reference ques- 
tions we handle are quite specific examples of what I mean. On the other 
hand the great number of details which must be attended to in the 
process of acquiring, cataloging, circulating and shelving materials and 
reporting on all these processes are now more competently handled by 
well-trained technicians. For the first time in many years we have had 
no personnel changes this year, other than high school and college pages. 
Our budget for personal services has been strained to provide the expected 
level of service with an increasing circulation of more than 1,000 items 
each month in the adult department. We have budgeted as closely as 
possible both for 1970 and 1971, so it has been distressing to watch the 
increase in prices of supplies and services wreak havoc with our careful 
planning. 

To help with rising costs, the legislature passed a bill which increased 
by fifty per cent the state aid to communities which meet the state 
standards. It was pointed out at State House hearings that a dollar 
today can not accomplish what it could in the early 60’s when state 
aid was established. If the funding of the bill is accomplished in time, 
the town will receive $6726 in 1971. 


Aid of the entire staff has been enlisted in watching for ways to cut 
expenses. We gave up the pursuit of Sunday openings, suggested by many 
who returned our brochure, when we were instructed by the Finance Com- 
mittee to add no new services. We have agreed to delay several projects 
for another year in view of next year’s unavoidable increase in the tax 
rate. 


It is my privilege to work with an intelligent, cooperative staff which 
operates to make the library effective and pleasant. The Board of Trustees 
performs its duties to the town with a fine sense of responsibility and 
accountability. We have a good library but will continue to strive to 
make it a better one.

Report of the Town Government 
Study Committee 


The Town Government Study Committee’s work this year has, in 
large part, been a continuation of various projects begun in previous 
years. 

Our greatest effort has been devoted to directing and working with 
Charles W. Evans Associates in connection with the administrative study 
authorized by the 1970 Annual Town Meeting. To date, statistics on work 
loads, staffing and equipment requirements of various town departments 
have been compiled and analyzed and “optimum” standards have been 
developed. 


Two proposals for better utilization of full time employees with conse- 
quent reduction of non-emergency overtime and part-time staff have 
been presented to and discussed with the Public Works Council. Further 
proposals, particularly in the area of equipment purchase and mainten- 
ance, will be presented to the Council in the near future. 
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At the time that the Evans organization presents its final report to 
the Committee, it will of course be presented to the Town. Until that 
time, however, we feel that it is in the best interest of the Town to 
present various proposals to the appropriate town bodies in a more 
piecemeal] fashion. 


At this point, we would like to thank the many town employees 
and officials who have cooperated in the compilation of the data. necessary 
for the study. 


Our study of Town Meeting procedures and practices has continued 
this year, as well. A procedural timetable has been developed with the aid 
of the Moderator and Town Counsel to assist in the timely preparation 
of motions to be presented on the Town Meeting floor. While we do not 
feel that it should be the permanent function of this Committee, this 
year we will distribute information to proponents of Articles in the 
Annual Town Meeting Warrant with respect to timely submission of 
motions and procedures to be used and we will provide assistance in 
proper drafting of motions. This assistance will also be provided to indi- 
viduals who may wish to submit individual motions from the floor of 
the Town Meeting. If the new procedure is successful, we hope that 
responsibility for its continuation will be transferred to a more appropriate 
body. 


We intend, also, to present amendments to the Town Meeting Act 
of 1928 and the Town Bylaws concerning dual membership of Town 
Meeting Members and certain changes in the rules of debate. 


Our Committee has communicated to the Board of Selectmen on 
various occasions our deep concern about the need for re-apportionment 
of the various Precincts of the Town. Recent Supreme Court decisions 
make clear that the principle of “one man, one vote” must extend to 
the precinct level. 


All-Town Bylaws have been reviewed. Several have been found to be 
unconstitutional in light of recent court decisions and many have been 
superceded over the years by various Acts of the Massachusetts Legislature. 
Motions will be presented to the 1971 Annual Town Meeting to amend or 
delete the appropriate sections of the Town Bylaws so that Winchester 
will have an up-to-date and constitutional framework under which to 
operate. In this connection, we would like to express our deep appreciation 
to Town Counsel, Leonard J. Mullen, for his great assistance with va 
and other projects. 


During 1970 two members of our Committee resigned due to business 
commitments. They were Calvin H. Bowker and David J. Ashton. We 
wish to publicly acknowledge the valuable contributions of both of these 
men and we express our appreciation to them for their efforts in behalf 
of the Committee. 
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We are fortunate to have as their replacements Messrs. John G. 
McElwee and Robert J. Grenzeback and, to fill a previously existing 
vacancy, Mrs. Joanne P. Morgan. Their past experience in Town affairs 
has been of great assistance to the Committee. | 

In conclusion, we would like to observe that, in our various areas of 
endeavor, it has become increasingly clear that it is the dedicated service 
of the elected and appointed officials and employees of the Town which 
makes our government work as well as it does.

Report of the | 
Permanent | Building Committee 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Massachusetts 

The Committee continued its activities on the Muraco School; High 
School and the High Street School Projects. A new West Side Fire 
Station was added to our duties. 


. The annual Town Meeting authorized the construction and extension 
of the Muraco School parking area. In order to obtain State Aid for this 
addition, the Committee postponed the formal closing of the Muraco 
School project. Of the $1,458,000 raised for the Muraco School, for the 
construction of the first open space school in Winchester, $6,315.51 re- 
mains unexpended.and will be returned to the Town. 


On January 15, 1970 a second round: of bids were obtained for the 
High School project. Skyrocketing construction costs resulted in unexpect- 
edly high bids. Fortunately, the Committee had provided for the swimming 
pool as an alternate bid item. To keep within the budget the Town was 
forced to abandon this alternate and leave the Arges of the swimming 
pool for future Town action. 


White Construction: Company, Inc., was awarded. the contract for the 
construction of the High School in February, 1970, and work on the school 
started on March 2, 1970. The contractor’s progress was soon interrupted 
by the concrete trucking strike in this area. In order to meet the con- 
struction schedule, alternate methods of providing for concrete were used 
by the contractor at his expense during the five-week period of the 
strike. The wisdom of this action is evident, since the present Critical 
Path Method charts indicates the work is significantly ahead of schedule 
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at the half-way point. No significant extra work orders for the High 
School have been processed and the Committee is extremely pleased with 
the progress to date. We are hopeful that beneficial occupancy can be 
obtained by the end of 1971. 


Following favorable legislative action validating the acquisition and 
the approving state aid for the renovation of the Marycliff Academy (High 
Street Elementary School), contract documents were completed and the 
Committee advertised for bids. On February 11, 1970, eleven general bids 
were received and the construction contract awarded to the Sabia Con- 
struction Company. Minor delays due to coordination and equipment 
delivery extended the construction period beyond the completion schedule. 
Fortunately, provisions were made to accommodate the regular classes 
for the fall opening. At present there remains a question as to whether 
the High Street School conforms to the requirements of the Board to 
Facilitate the Use of Public Buildings by the Physical Handicapped. In- 
vestigations are being conducted to determine what must be done to 
obtain approval by appropriate officials of the Commonwealth. 


The Elementary School Sub-Committee continued its work on a 
comprehensive long-range elementary school building program based on 
projections of future enrollment, educational needs and the economic use 
of existing facilities. A commendable presentation of their findings was 
published in the Progress Report dated May, 1970. Lawrence Beckley 
resigned as Chairman of the Elementary School Sub-Committee but is 
continuing to participate as a Sub-Committee member. William Budd has 
stepped up to capably fill this position. 

The West Side Fire Station Sub-Committee, chaired by Sherman Salt- 
marsh, Jr., undertook the task authorized by the regular Town Meeting. 
Arthur E. Rand, Architect, was selected from a number of prospective 
architects interviewed by the Committee. Five architectual schemes were 
studied. It is intended that the most desirable design will be presented 
to the next Town Meeting, with firm bids for the construction of the 
West Side Fire Station. 


The members of the Permanent Building Committee regret the resig- 
nations of Chairman Philip E. Teserero and Secretary Loretta B. Hanes. 
Phil’s tireless efforts over the three years of his tenure were a major 
contribution to the success of past projects. Lorrie successfully performed 
the secretarial duties during a busy period and has been ably succeeded 
by Mrs. Betty Harvey. 


The Town is indeed fortunate to have their assistance and the Com- 
mittee recognizes their efforts with deep appreciation.

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Report of the Recreation Committee 


The Permanent Recreation Committee as reconstituted by the vote 
of the 1968 Annual Town Meeting continued during 1970 to sponsor a 
wide variety of recreational activities. 


Some of these like the Summer Playground Programs; the Summer 
Band Concerts; the operation of the town’s two beaches; and various 
indoor activities during the winter season were continuations of long 
popular programs from past years. 


The committee also — for the second year — ran the swimming 
instruction program previously run by the Red Cross and followed the 
season with a banquet and awards dinner attended by 110 participants 
and parents on September 19, 1970 at the Lynch Junior High School to 
cap a particularly successful program. 


Also, for the second year in a row, the committee ran a Summer Day 
Camp for Special Class children which although serving only 27 children, 
did perform an extremely useful service in a much needed area. 

Our Summer Tennis Instruction Program served 16 mothers and 378 
children taxing our instruction staff but producing a very gratifying result. 

We have arranged to have lights installed at the Ginn Field outdoor 
basketball court which will greatly enhance the Summer Twilight Basket- 
ball Program and league during the 1971 season even though it could 
not be completed in time for 1970. 


During the fall and winter months Recreation Director Spinney started 
an instructional class in Baton Twirling for younger girls and this proves 
to be our most popular activity with 280 girls participating; so, of course, 
we are continuing this activity in 1971. We also have started in the fall 
of 1970 Square Dancing, and Fencing instruction for High School Students 
with both activities being well attended. 


Generally speaking on 1971, however, the committee is cutting back 
on new programs and even eliminating some older ones in an effort to 
hold the 1971 budget down in cooperation with Finance Committee re- 
quests. By trying to hold the line at 1970 budget figures, we will have 
to curtail activities more than is at first realized because wage rates for 
personnel for our various programs will, of course, continue to rise so 
that 1971 money will not go as far for programming as 1970 money did, 
and even our 1970 appropriations barely got us and our programs through 
the year. 


We feel, however, that the town’s overall financial burden at this 
time with the new high school and all, mean that all town expenses must 
be trimmed to the bone and we intend to do our part in this regard, 
keeping only the most popular and most valuable programs going for 1971. 


_ We are very interested in Skating Facilities, for instance, but do not 
feel that the town can afford the large financial outlay required for a 
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rink at this time. We are however, working with the Park Department to 
create new natural ice outdoor rinks at Leonard Field and McDonald 
Playground at no. cost to the town in order to provide at least some 
new skating areas for the townspeople. 


The Committee would be remiss at this time if it did not whole- 
heartedly express our thanks to the Park Department for their cooperation 
during 1970 in the way of work on the Leonard Pool and other facility 
maintenance projects so essential to the operations of our Recreation 
Programs. 


We look forward to a good year in 1971, although operating on a 
budget close to that voted for 1970.

Report of the Town Forest Committee 


Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


The forestry program for 1970 followed that of 1969 and previous years, 
seeking to preserve the large trees and to encourage the growth of the 
best of the smaller ones. Most of the work done toward this end was 
concentrated in the southeastern sector of the property, to the marked 
improvement of that area. | 


As a continuing proposition, the Committee strives to interest the 
young people of the Town in the Forest; (1) its care, aS a community 
enterprise, (2) as a spot for study of plant life and the enduring cycle 
of nature. In these days, it is frequently remarked that “our environment 
is going down hill”, and indeed there are discouraging examples on every 
hand. Here, on the other hand, is a visible example of upgrading it. In 
furtherance of such example and as an indication of young people’s interest, 
Boy Scout Troop #506 of Winchester, Dr. Richard B. Lawrance, leader, 
has worked in the area for the fourth successive year on cutting weed 
trees and brush in spots chosen by: the Committee, 


From time to time, there has been occasion to call on the services 
of such.Town departments: as. aber Health, Fire oe Police. Their 
response has been:-excellent. ~~ 
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The Committee is informed that the group who have already mapped 
out. trails at Smith and Long Ponds have in mind a similar project for 
the Forest in 1971. This will be most welcome, in conjunction with the 
forestry program similar to that of preceding years, as well as the aim 


of the Committee to cooperate fully with the Winchester Conservation 
Commission. 


In the third paragraph of last year’s Report, mention was made of 
the escape of certain young pine trees from fire damage. This year, un- 
fortunately, about half of this beautiful stand of trees was destroyed by 
another fire, apparently set. As to this and other vandalism problems, 
the Committee has noted signs placed here and there in parks of the city 
of New York which read: “LET NO ONE SAY AND SAY IT TO YOUR 
SHAME, THAT ALL WAS BEAUTY HERE BEFORE YOU CAME.”

Town Forest Committee 


Report of the Methods and 
Procedures Committee 


The Methods and Procedures Committee is an advisory committee 
to the town departments charged with the responsibility of recommending 
necessary changes to keep fiscal and office procedures up-to-date and 
efficient throughout the town offices and departments. During 1970, the 
Committee concentrated its attention on the town’s data processing depart- 
ment and on data processing related procedures and activities. 


Early in the year, the Committee considered the benefits being 
obtained by the town, as well as the long range benefits expected to be 
obtained, from the operation of a data processing center. The Com- 
mittee concluded that the recommendation of its former members to 
establish a data processing center had proven to be a wise one, and 
further concluded that the town should continue its data processing 
center. 


The Committee then considered the adequacy of the present computer 
hardware as related to the future needs of the town, and concluded 
that the present equipment would have a useful life to the town in 
excess of the remaining lease term of the equipment. Because of this, it 
recommended that the town exercise its option to purchase the equipment, 
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in order to achieve a considerable saving over the period of anticipated 
use. This proposal was presented to the annual town meeting — the 
town meeting members voted in favor of the proposal and the equipment 
was subsequently purchased. 


During the summer and fall, the Committee met with heads of 
various departments which were users of the services prescribed by the 
data processing center. These meetings pointed up that although in 
general the data processing center was functioning satisfactorily, certain 
improvements were needed in the content of information being produced 
and in the flow of information between the user departments and the 
data processing center. After considerable deliberation, it was decided 
that it would be in the best interests of the town to retain a consultant 
to recommend procedures to overcome shortcomings, through a systems 
analysis. The Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee endorsed 
this recommendation and Auerbach Associates, Inc., was selected to per- 
form the work from among 14 consulting firms who proposed on the 
project. Work began on 1 December 1970 and progress reports are sched- 
uled, in addition to the final report due 16 February 1971. 


The Committee would like to thank the various town officials and 
employees in the Town Hall and the School Department who have given 
their time and effort in many evening meetings on Committee business, 
and would especially like to thank the Town Moderator, Harrison Chad- 
wick, for his temporary service on the Committee during the middle of 
the year.

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Report of the Planning Board 


The Planning Board regards 1970 as a year of significant accomplish- 
ment. In addition to the usual activity with developers for subdivision 
control, the new Zoning By-Law will have gone through public hearings 
and be ready for definitive action by a special Town Meeting, either just 
before, or just after the 1971 Annual Town Meeting. The Board has also 
adopted a preliminary concept plan for the long range development of 
Winchester Center, obtained studies and recommendations for handling 
several traffic problems, and has made a start towards developing a system 
for Capital Improvements Planning. Finally, the Board has had some 
involvement during the year with other town officials in locating suitable 
sites for public buildings. Each of these areas of the Board’s activities 
is discussed in the sections which follow. 


Subdivision Control 

The remaining vacant land in Winchester typically presents difficult 
problems of development. Irregular topography, drainage and ledge 
characterize nearly every subdivision in Winchester, and those handled 
by the Board this year have posed some particularly troublesome problems 
in the matter of drainage. The Town Engineer, as Engineer for the 
Planning Board, has been able to resolve these problems with the coopera- 
tion of developers, so that at least a normal amount of new streets have 
been developed to the Town’s specifications at no cost to the taxpayer. 
During the year four subdivision plans were approved, involving 58 lots, 
0.93 miles of new street were approved, and 49 building lots were released. 
Unfortunately, the Board’s relations with developers do not always go 
smoothly. At the present time, the Planning Board, with the assistance 
of Town Counsel, is involved in litigation with a developer who has 
challenged the Town’s right to require construction of a street providing 
a connection with an adjacent subdivision. 

Zoning 

At the time of the 1970 Annual Town Meeting, the Planning Board 
announced its intention to submit its recommendations for a new Zoning 
By-Law in two phases, with the first phase dealing with all aspects except 
regulations pertaining to the Central Business District to be submitted 
for action before the end of the summer. In attempting to make a logical 
division it became apparent that there were too many ways in which 
a recommendation for the Center would relate directly to other parts of 
Town, so the Board reluctantly concluded that action on Zoning must 
await development of a concept plan for Winchester Center. 


In April of 1970, the Board concluded arrangements with the Boston 
office of Candeub, Fleissig and Associates, a large national planning con- 
sultant firm, to provide the necessary information and professional] advice 
on which long range planning for the Center could be based. They con- 
ducted a thorough review of previous studies and reports, examined plans 
involving Winchester in both state and regional agencies and compiled 
available census and other data relating to the problem. A study of

economic potential was conducted during which local businessmen were 
consulted, and street layouts, traffic patterns and traffic data were 
evaluated. The study of economic potential confirmed earlier evidence 
that there is not sufficient industrial land, or land suitable for industry 
to make a significant additional effect on the tax base or the economy. 
It also showed that there is very little potential demand for commercial 
office building space. A strong demand for apartments at virtually all 
price levels clearly was found, however. Finally, there is strong evidence 
that the local retail business community is getting a relatively minor 
share of Winchester residents’ shopping dollars. 


Based on the findings of these studies, the consultants prepared a 
series of alternate concepts for the long range development of Winchester 
Center. These were examined and studied in detail with the Board and 
other interested groups during the summer. Based on this, a preliminary 
concept plan was adopted by the Board. The salient feature of all of the 
concepts submitted and of the plan adopted is provision for mid-rise apart- 
ment districts. The addition of mid-rise apartments to the Center economy 
can be expected to make a significant contribution to the tax base and 
should also be an imporant factor in revitalizing and expanding the local 
retail business community. 


Having adopted the concept plan as a basic long-range planning goal, 
the Board then obtained from the consultants recommended zoning regu- 
lations to permit implementing a mid-rise apartment district. ‘These 
recommendations were carefully reviewed, modified in the light of local 
conditions and incorporated within the proposed regulations and map. ~ 


In early October, the Planning Board conducted an informal] public 
hearing on its proposed new Zoning By-Law and during the fall and 
early winter has attended meetings with groups of interested citizens 
and held hearings with many others. As a result of these discussions, 
the Board has modified some of its recommended regulations and has 
also made alterations in its recommendations for the district boundaries 
and believes it now has a set of regulations and proposed zoning districts 
which present a very practical and highly desirable set of standards 
against which to carry out the Town’s future growth and development. 


Traffic Problems 


Another phase of the Planning Board’s work with the consultants, 
Candeub, Fleissig and Associates, concerned traffic problems within the 
Town. The consultants were given a list of identified intersections that 
are recognized by various concerned town bodies as constituting actual or 
potential traffic problems. A number of these areas were examined with 
special emphasis placed on traffic in Winchester Center, the intersections 
of Main, Skillings bypass and Lake Street, the intersection of Swanton 
and Main Street and the very troublesome traffic problems in the Holton- 
Cross Street area. While no panaceas were uncovered, constructive sug- 
gestions for improving all of these situations have been turned over to the 
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Board of Selectmen for further study and development of action programs. 
It should be mentioned here that solution of the Holton Street problem 
clearly requires the cooperation of the city of Woburn, while the solution 
of the other major traffic problems appear to indicate fairly substantial 
expenditures and more detailed engineering study and analysis is required. 


Plans for Winchester Center 


Apart from the necessity of incorporating zoning changes, there are 
other aspects of the long-range plan for Winchester Center that should 
be widely studied so that the townspeople at large will have an under- 
standing of the problem and available solutions. It is particularly note- 
worthy that all professional consultants who have studied Winchester 
in recent years have agreed that the present municipal buildings do not 
appear adequate for the long-range needs of the Town. Both the Police 
and Fire Station and the Town Hall have serious inadequacies so that 
any planning looking beyond the next ten years should certainly con- 
template relocation of both. This has obvious implications for short-range 
expenditures on either of these facilities and even more serious implications 
for maintaining available sites for their relocation. 


The plan adopted by the Planning Board also contemplates the closing 
of Main Street from the intersection of Washington Street at the present 
high school to the traffic circle under the overpass in the Center. This 
closing would alleviate traffic congestion through the Center to a signifi- 
cant degree, would provide a very significant amount of conveniently 
located off-street parking and would provide the means of creating a 
pedestrian mall which could generate a considerable revitalization of the 
local business community. It could also provide a potentially very valuable 
addition to the land available to the McCall Junior High School and present 
senior high school building. This closing of Main Street could obviously 
also cause some difficulties with traffic. It is the Planning Board’s in- 
tention at the 1971 Annual Town Meeting to seek authorization for the 
Selectmen to proceed with the preparation of plans for a temporary 
experimental closing of Main Street to permit evaluation of its effect 
on traffic and impact on the local business community. 


It is also the Planning Board’s feeling that imposing architectural and 
landscaping standards on the Center development of suburbs such as 
Winchester could be extremely helpful in the competition with shopping 
centers. The present laws of the Commonwealth do not provide a means 
of imposing such standards but the Planning Board believes that a 
voluntary program of architectural and landscaping standards is feasible 
and could be implemented with the help of a committee of local citizens. 
It is the Board’s intention to request the Town Meeting to consider the 
establishment of such a committee. 
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Capital Improvement Planning 


The overriding urgency of providing school facilities has tended to 
submerge past plans for long range capital improvement programs. The 
Planning Board feels such programs are an absolute necessity for the 
future, however. The Board has received preliminary recommendations 
for implementing such a program from its consultants and look forward 
during 1971 towards establishment of a program of this type in cooperation 
with the Finance Committee and other Town bodies. 


Sites for Public Buildings 


One of the responsibilities of the Planning Board is to develop plans 
for the location of needed public facilities of all types. In Winchester’s 
form of Town Meeting government, public facilities are typically developed 
by special committees appointed for that purpose and in too many in- 
stances there is lack of communication between these special committees 
and the Planning Board. This year the Board has had good communica- 
tion with the elementary school building subcommittee and looks forward 
to working closely with them during 1971 to assist in locating the necessary 
sites for their program. The Planning Board has also had communication 
with the Housing Authority in connection with locating a site for Housing 
for the Elderly. The Planning Board believes that the recommended new 
Zoning By-Law will provide the necessary regulations and controls to 
assure the Town of good development of this type of housing and also 
believes it contains within it the means of making sites available for that 
purpose. The Planning Board would also like to bring again to the attention 
of all Town boards and committees that it is most anxious to assist in 
locating sites suitable for specific individual projects and is strongly of 
the belief that doing this within the framework of sound long-range plan- 
ning is a necessity if sound economic growth is to be achieved. 


In concluding this report, the Board would like to express its appre- 
ciation for the help of our clerical assistant, Mrs. Michael W. Penta, and 
especially wish to acknowledge and commend the invaluable help we have 
received from Mr. John H. Ciarcia, the Board’s Consulting Engineer during 
what has been one of the Planning Board’s busiest and most trying years. 


The Planning Board also wishes to recognize, here, the long years of 
invaluable assistance rendered by Howard F. Ambrose, who passed away 
early in the year, after his retirement as the Board’s Consulting Engineer. 
He has been missed as a friend and devoted public servant.

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Report of the Comptroller

In accordance with the provisions of G.L. Chapter 41, Section 61, 
I herewith submit my report of the financial transactions of the Town 
of Winchester for the year ending December 31, 1970, together with 
miscellaneous tables and statistics. 


Ordinary Operations 


Ordinary revenues of the town exceeded expenditures for ordinary 
operations by $478,438.30. Revenue appropriation balances were $210,501.39 
and receipts in excess of estimates, $267,936.91. The major portion of the 
excess receipts, $154,752.81, was attributable to earnings on the temporary 
investment of High School bond issue proceeds. 

On December 31 the General Surplus Revenue balance is $1,214,185.83, 
of which $891,073.79 is available for expenditure. The amount available, 
or “free cash,” is $113,351.88 less than available a year ago. 

The Stabilization Fund, as at December 31, has a balance of 
$503,385.59. : 


Debt Operations 


Funded debt of the town increased by $11,410,000.00 during 1970. 
Marketing of a $12,000,000.00 loan for Senior High School construction 
was Offset by payments of $590,000.00 on existing debt. In addition to out- 
standing debt of $16,910,000.00, there is authorized, but unissued, debt of 
$220,000.00. Borrowing capacity, as at December 31, is $9,370,000.00. 

Post Audit of Departments 

In accordance with provisions of G.L. Chapter 41, Section 53, and 
Chapter 57 of the Acts of 1963, accounts of various town officers and 
agencies entrusted with receipt, custody, or expenditure of money have 
been examined and appropriate action and/or reports initiated as re- 
quired. 


Examination of Trust Funds 


In accordance with provisions of G.L. Chapter 41, Section 53, accounts 
of the Commissioners of Trust Funds and the Town Treasurer have 
been examined. Securities held by these trustees have been examined 
and found in proper order. Cash balances have been verified.
